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CHOATE FOR AMBASSADOR: 


Cleveland Men Ask the President to 
Send the New York Lawyer 
to England. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 16.—There was 
sent from Cleveland to-day a petition to 
President McKinley asking that he appoint 
Joseph H. Choate of New York Ambassador 
to England to succeed John Hay. The pe- 
tition reads: 

“We, the undersigned, learning that 
Joseph H. Choate is being urged by his 
friends in the East for the appointment as 
Ambassador to England, desire to testify 


that in our opinion he is eminently quali- 
fied for the position, and we believe that 
his selection would meet with the cordial 
approval of the people.” 

Many prominent Cleveland men signed. 
It is stated that a prominent Judge refused 
to sign, saying that Choate could not get 
the appointment anyhow, and that while in 
New York recently Platt had told him he 
would fight against Choate for any position 
he might seek. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA RIOTS. 


Federal Government Decides to Inves- 
tigate the Case of Expatriated As- 


sistant Postmaster Tolbert. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The Govern- 
ment has decided to investigate the cir- 
cumstances under which James W. Tol- 
bert, Assistant Postmaster at McCormick, 
8S. C., was compelled by the threats of an 
armed mob to abandon his office and home. 
With that object the matter has been 
placed in the hands of United States Attor- 
ney Lathrop, with instructions to look into 
the matter with a view to prosecution for 
any violations of the Federal statutes ‘in 


this or any other cases growing out of the 
recent race riots in that locality. - 

As a preliminary step Mr. Tolbert has 
sent a telegram to Gov. Ellerbee at Colum- 
bia, asking to be informed whether, as 
Governor of South Carolina, he can and will 
afford him protection in returning td his 
family and office. 

Following is the text of the telegram: 

I am a citizen of South Carolina, where I was 
born and raised agjfd have always resided. My 
home is at McCormick, in the County of Abbe- 
ville. My wife is Postmaster there, and I am 
her assistant and conduct the business of the 
office for her, she being a delicate woman. On 
Thursday, 10th inst., I was forced by an organ- 
izei and armed mob of a hundred men to leave my 
family and my home under the threat that if I re- 
mained there I would be killed. I therefore fled 
for safety, because I was unable to resist this 
mob. I am a large landowner in the County of 
Abbeville and also the owner of valuable houses 
and other real estate in the town of McCormick. 
My wife is there with our only child, a girl four 
years old, without my presence and my protec- 
tion, on account of the action of an armed mob, 
and my property is without proper care. I have 
committed no crime against the laws of my 
county, and have done nothing to give any of- 
fense to any man or set of men, save that I am 
a member of the Republican Party, and believe 
in the doctrines of that party. I send this to know 
if you as the Governor of South Carolina can af- 
ford me protection as one of its citizens and as 
an employe of the United States Government that 
I may return to my family, to my property, and 
my business and be safe from mob violence. An- 
swer care of St. James Hotel, Washington. 

Concerning the claims of interference with 
the postal service, it is stated at the Post 
Office Department that there is at present 
no evidence trat the postal service has 
been interfered with; that officially the de- 
partment has no knowledge of Tolbert, who 
is only the Arsistant Postmaster at a fourth 
class Post Office, and therefore appointed 
and employed by the Postmaster and not 
by the department. The Postmaster is the 
wife of Tolbert, and as she is not inter- 
fered with the department officials say 
there is nothing to show that the depart- 
ment should act in the matter. 

Mr. Tolbert called on Postmaster General 
Charles Emory Smith to-day with a view 
to securine some action in the premises, 
but was told of the conclusion of the de- 
partment that there was nothing of which 
it could take cognizance now. 


COLITMRBIA, S.C., Nov. 16.—Gov. Ellerbee 
was very brief and non-committal in his re- 
ply to the telegram sent him by James W.

Spanish Commissioners File Their | 
Reply to American Demands 


for the Philippines. 
DO NOT YIELD’ THE ISLANDS

The Spaniards Say the Cession of the 
Philippines Is Beyond the Pro- 
tocol—The Treaty Further 
Delayed.

PARIS, Nov 16.—The Spanish Commis- 
sioners at the joint session this afternoon 
presented a long document in answer to the 
American argument which was submitted 
last week. By mutual consent the memo- | 
randum of to-day was handed to the Amer- 
icans without being read, and the meeting 
adjourned till Saturday next. The Spanish 
communication will be translated this even- 
ing and its contents will be discussed by the 
United States Commissioners to-morrow at 
their usual daily session. 

The Spaniards, in their communication to- 
day reaffirmed the position which they 
have assumed against the discussion here of 
Spain’s Philippine sovereignty. They insist 
that the words “shall determine the con- 
trol, disposition, and government of the 
Philippines ** in Article 3 of the peace proto- 
col do not warrant any reference to Spain’s 
withdrawal from the Philippines, except on 
her own terms, and therefore the Spaniards 
propose arbitration on the construction to 
be placed on the words “‘ the control, dispo- 
sition, and government.” 

In signifying their willingness to submit 
the Philippine article of the protocol to a 
third party for construction, the Spanish 
Commissioners urged to-day that, as there 
is obviously a difference of opinion regard- 
ing the phrase, ‘‘the control, disposition, 
and government of the Philippines,” possi- 
bly the result of a misunderstanding, the 
Spaniards should no more be asked to sur- 
render their view than the Americans to 
surrender theirs. 

The memorandum points out that a dead- 
lock exists, which might be broken by ar- 


bitration on the contending views, to which 
the Spanish Commissioners are quite ready 
to submit. The latter declare that they 
have no idea of suggesting arbitration as to 
the main issue, which touches the national 
honor of both sides, but they are willing to 
accept exterior aid to clear the path of ne- 
gotiation. 

It is safe to say that the American Com- 
missicners will not consent to invoke ex- 
terior aid to construe the terms of their 
own protocol. Another part of to-day’s 
Spanish memorandum flatly asserts, upon 
the authority of M. Cambon’s reports of the 
protocol negotiations between Washington 
and Madrid through him, that President 
McKinley at no time objected to Spain's 
reservation of her sovereignty in the Phil- 
ippines. This allegation is directly opposed 
to the American record upon the same sub- 
ject. Judge Day’s note to M. Cambon, dat- 
ed Aug. 10, and already made public, in- 
forried him that Spain’s note of Aug. 7, ac- 
cepting the terms of peace laid down by the 
United States was not explicit, and pro- 
posed a protocol to reduce both parties to 
exactitude. 

The American Commissioners now hold 
that the protocol itself was born of Spain’s 
attempt to reserve her Philippine sovereign- 
ty, though the Spanish memorgndum to-day 
squarely chaHenges the contention. 

foreover, the Spanish Commissioners to- 
day have alleged that President McKinley’s 
ebjection to Spain’s phraseology in accept- 
ing the peace terms was based solely, so 
far as was made known, upon this sentence 
in the spanish acceptance: ‘‘ They accept 
the proffered terms subject to the approval 
of ma Cortes of the kingdom, as required 
by their constitutional duties.” 

The Spanish memorandum of to-day holds 
that M. Cambon answered the American ob- 
jection toe this by.pointine out thir tne 
Americans’ terms were proffered subject to 
the approval of the American Senate, but 
that President McKinley replied that he 
did not desire to involve the internal affairs 
of Spain in the proceedings in hand, 

The Spanish memorandum asks also why, 
if the United States objected to Spain’s 
reservation of sovereignty, they did not 
plainly say so in the protocol and leave no 
room for argument. It asks why Judge 
Day’s note of Aug. 10 did not clearly de- 
clare that the United States would not 
recognize such reservation, and that the 
protocol was necessary to prevent a mis- 
understanding on that point. 

It also asks why did Judge Day’s note 
practically ascribe the inexplicit form of 
Spain’s acceptance of the peace terms to 
telegraphic errors, while the exact terms of 
Spain’s reservation of sovereignty, as had 
in Washington before the protocol, are 
now being quoted in the proceedings here. 
This portion of the Spanish memorandum 
is based upoa letters written by M. Cambon 
at the time, purporting to describe inter- 
views and transactions attending the peace 
terms and protocol. 

On Saturday, the date fixed for the next 
meeting, the Americans will make their 
response, in the course of which it is not 
unlikely that the exact terms and precise 
time limit of their acceptance will be com- 
municated. 

The meeting to-day of the Peace Commis- 
sions began at 2:15 P. M. and ended at 3 
P. M. 

The Journal to-day, referring to the peace 
negotiations, says: “‘ We think that the ex- 
travagant exigencies of the United States 
have made discussion almost impossible be- 
tween that country and Spain. Nothing but 
submission on Spain’s part seems possible, 
as the rumored intervention of the German 
Emperor is a myth. Spain should reconcile 
herself to the inevitable and set herself 
about preparing for future struggles.’”’ 


HOW ARBITRATION IS VIEWED. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—The Times, comment- 
ing editorially this morning upon the Span-- 
ish suggestion of arbitration regarding the 
Philippines, refers to it as *‘ obviously futile 


and absurd.”’ 

“The Spanish Cabiunet,’’ says The Times, 
“has no real intention of breaking off the 
negotiations. It is only prolonging them in 


order to familiarize the public mind in Spain 
with the inevitable concessions. Certainly 
there is no need for,the United States to 
send a fleet to Spain. as they could easily 
enforce submission without that. Spain 
would be foolish to sulk and thus lose the 
money compensation America is now will- 
ing to pay.” 


DISAPPOINTMENT AT MADRID. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—The Madrid 
spondent of the Standard says: 

“There is considerable disappointment in 
high quarters at the failure of the Span- 
ish Peace Commissioners to obtain any im- 
portant concessions, at least financial ones, 
from the United States. Sefiores Montero 
Rios, Garnica, and Abaruzza are reproached 
with conducting the negotiations too much 
like lawyers and without sufficiently at- 


tending to the more conciliatory sugges- 
tions of their colleagues on the commis- 
on. 
at: In the same strain it. is argued that 
Sefior Montero Rios would undoubtedly 
earn popularity by declining to sign peace 
on such harsh conditions and by patrioti- 
cally throwing up his mission. But all sen- 
sible people share Sefior Sagasta's opinion 
that it would be better to secure peace on

“Tt is not even certain that Germany 
would prove irreconcilable to American an- 
nexation of the archipelago, but, looking to 
the suspicions German conduct has aroused, 
it is quite 'time for Germany officially to 
declare her policy.”’ 


PRICE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Up to this 
point, the discussion at Paris having 
touched on principle, there has been. no at- 
tempt to give exact figures in relation to 
the amount of money that might be paid to 
Spain by the United States on account of 
the Philippines. Such, for instance, was 
the statement that the United States would 
reimburse Spain ‘for the pacific expendi- 
tures ’’ made on account of the Philippines, 


for no one here at the time had an exact 
knowledge of what these expenditures 
amounted to in the aggregate. 

This has been ascertained, however, to 
the satisfaction of the American Commis- 
sioners, at least, and they will name the 
exact amount of money which the United 
States is willing to pay over to Spain on 
this account. What is proposed is a cash 
payment to the Spanish Government, for 
the United States does not propose to en- 
ter into any relations whatever with any 
of the holders of any of the bonds issued 
by Spain, notwithstanding the efforts of 
some of the European powers to bring this 
result about. As to the amount which will 
be offered to Spain, the officials here are 
mute, but it is believed to lie somewhere 
between $20,000,000 and $40,000,000. 

Our Commissioners do not look for an un- 
conditional rejection of our offer, but be- 
lieve there will be an attempt on the part 
of the Spanish Commissioners to secure a 
liberal increase of the amount named. The 
American Commissioners are under instruc- 
tions to inform the Spanish Commissioners 
that there can be no further delay in the 
final conclusion of the work of the com- 
mission, so that it is expected a conclu- 
sion, one way or the other, will be reached 
before long to the peace negotiations. 


ANOTHER ISLAND WANTED. 


The United States to Purchase One of 
the Carolines from Spain. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The acquisition 
of an island if the Caroline group, owned 
by Spain, will be part of the work of the 
Paris Peace Commission. Cable communi- 
cation between the United States and Ma- 
nila via Honolulu is regarded as desirable 
should we occupy the islands, and the dis- 


tance between Honolulu and Guam Island 
in the Ladrone group Is so great as to make 
an intermediary station necessary. Officials 
believe that one of the Caroline Islands 
would \be useful as such intermediary sta- 
tion. The acquisition of either of two of the 
Caroline Islands which are considered suit- 
able for a cable station would involve a 
money consideration, and the United States 
will pay Spain a reasonable price for its 
relinquishment. 


OUR TROOPS AWAIT ORDERS. 


Activity at the War Department at 
Washington—Regiments Prepared 
for Sudden Call to Service. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—There has been 
remarkable activity about the War Depart- 
ment for severai days in the way of prepar- 
ing troops for service in lands beyond the 
United States An order has been issued 
directing at least-ten regiments of the reg- 
ular army now stationed in Northwestern 
forts and posts to hold themselves in readi- 
ness for immediate transportation and serv- 


ice in tropical climates. Most of these regi- 
ments were sent into the Northern and 
Western posts a few weeks ago for recuper- 
ation after the Cuban campaign. While 
holding themselves ready for service these 
regiments will now be recruited to their 
full strength. 

Nothing is said officially as to,what the 
present activity means,. but thefe are sev- 
eral reasons suggested. It is believed that 
an early movement to Cuba is intended, 
somewhat sooner than has been generally 
believed heretofore. Another belief enter- 
tained is that the United States Govern- 
ment desires to be in a position to meet any 
conditions that may grow out of the pend- 
ing peace negotiations, and to be in readi- 
ness to resume hostilities if Spain refuses to 
accept the terms the American Peace Com- 
missioners offer. 

In this connection an intimation has got 
about to the effect that during the delay 
which has occurred Spain has been able to 
form some sort of coalition with, European 
powers to back up the pretensions she has 
been making in the negotiations. Another 
reason given for the proposed movement of 
the regulars to Cuba is that they are to re- 
place the regiments which have given some 
trouble and have created disturbances, the 
last row being reported from Gen. Wood's 
command, in Santiago Province. It may be 
that some of the regular regiments are des- 
tined to replace volunteers who haye been 
pleading to be sent home. 

An interesting feature of the matter is the 
refusal of the United States authorities to 
order the muster-out of the volunteers who 
recently returned from Puerto Rico. These 
regiments were sent to their homes and given 
sixty days’ furlough, but contrary to the 
plans heretofore followed, they were not 
allowed to be mustered out of service. As 
to the ten regular regiments, every depart- 
ment of the Government has been directed to 
prepare supplies for them and to arrange for 
transportation as soon as they may be or- 
dered to move. 


WILLIAWM’S TRIP TO SPAIN. 


Emperor Will Observe 


The German 
the Incognite Rule. 


MADRID, Nov. 16.—The Spanish Govern- 


ment has been advised that Emperor Will- 


iam of Germany will arrive at Port Mahon, 
Island of Minorca, on Friday, and that he 
will reach Carthagena on Saturday and 
Cadiz on Sunday. His Majesty will observe 
the strictest ‘‘ incognito,” no honors will be 
rendered him, and the forts and the German 
warships will merely exchange the usual 
naval salutes. The Spanish authorittes will 
not board the imperial yacht Hohenzollern. 

The Minister of Marine, Sefior Aunon, and 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs have con- 
ferred on the subject of Emperor William’s 
visit to Spain. 


VALETTA, Island of Malta, Nov. 16.—Em- 
peror William to-day visited the British bat- 
tleship Caesar and the second-class cruiser 
Dido, after which he took luncheon on the 
battleship Ramillies. 


Emperor William May Visit France. 


PARIS, Nov. 16.—The Volonté says Em- 
peror William has sounded the French Gov- 


ernment about visiting French waters, but 
it is denied that a fleet has been ordered to 
meet the Emperor.

DEWEY FEARS TREACHERY 


Reported from Manila that Agui- 
naldo Threatens to Wage 
War Upon Our Troops. 


WANTS THE ISLANDS FREE 


American Officers Declare the Rebel 
Leader Is Unreliable and Will Bear 
Watching — Awaiting the Fi- 
nal Peace Terms. 


SEATTLE, Washington, Nov. 16,—Capt. 
John Barneson, commander of the United 
States transport Arizona, has arrived here 
from Manila on leave of absence. Capt. 
Barneson left Manila Sept. 24. He said the 
general impression among army officers was 
when the Peace Commission concludes its 


labors the United States troops will have 
serious trouble with the natives. Admiral 
Dewey told him that Aguinaldo was not only 
unreliable, but treacherous. It is said that 
Aguinaldo has promised his men that im- 
mediately upon the withdrawal of the Span- 
iards he will declare war against the United 
States. 

He says he will kill off American soldiers 
faster than the United States Government 
can ship them to the islands, Capt. Barne- 
son stated that there is a difference of opin- 
ion between the naval and militia men re- 
garding the retention of the Philippines. The 
haval men strongly favor and the military 
oppose. 


GEN. MERRITT ON AGUINALDO. 


He Says It Would Be Bad Policy for 
This Country to Recognize 
Him at Alk 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—Gen. Wesley Merritt, 
the commander of the American forces in 
the Philippine Islands, who is still in this 
city, read with a great deal of interest the 
long letter of complaint against American 
Officials in the Philippine Islands addressed 
by the so-called Filipino Junta of Hongkong 
to President McKinley and the American 
people, and published in the United States. 
In discussing tHe Filipinos, the American 
General refers to them as “ children,” and 


says it would be impossible to establish 
American government in the islands. He 
adds that they must have some form of 
colonial government, similar to the British 
colonial governments. 

Regarding the complaints of the Filipinos, 
the General said: 

“It was impossible to recognize the insur- 
gents, and I made it a point not to do so, 
as I knew it would lead to complications. 
Admiral Dewey, after my arrival, pursued 
the same course. What was done before is 
not for me to comment on. I, purposely, 
did not recognize Aguinaldo nor his troops, 
nor use them in any way... Aguinaldo did 
not ask to see me until ten days after my 
arrival. After that, . was too much oc- 
cupied to see him. , 

“In talking with leading Filipinos I told 
them the United States had no promises to 
make, but that they might be assured that 
the Government and people of the United 
States would treat them fairly. This was 
because the United States is in the habit of 
dealing fairly with all struggling peoples, 
and not because I had been authorized to 
Say anything of the kind. 

“We purposely did not give the insur- 
gents notice of our attack on Manila be- 
cause we did not need their co-operation, 
and did not propose to have it. We were 
moved by fear that they might loot and 
plunder and possibly murder. Aguinaldo’s 
subordinate leaders, in conversing with 
American officers, frequently said they in- 
tended to cut tne throats of all the Span- 
iards in Manila. 

‘‘Aguinalao himself wrote a complaining 
letter, saying the insurgents had been de- 
nied ‘their share of the booty,’ whatever 
he may have meant by that. I took no 
notice of this letter, nor do I think the sub- 
ject now raised is a matter for discussion 
between Aguinaldo and any representative 
of the American Zovernment.” 


FRIARS HELD BY AGUINALDO. 


Gen. Otis Wants Them Released, but 
the Insurgents Refuse. 


MANILA, Nov. 16.—Gen. Otis, the com- 
mander of the American forces, recently 
proposed to Aguinaldo that he release the 
friars and civilians held in captivity 
throughout the provinces. The insurgent 
leader denied their maltreatment and re- 
fused to release the prisoners, claiming that 
the civilians had enlisted as volunteers, and, 
therefore, were legitimate prisoners of war. 
Aguinaldo also denied that women and chil- 
dren were detained, but said some women 


and children had voluntarily accompanied 
their husbands or fathers into captivity. 

As to the friars, Aguinaldo argues that 
they are prohibited by the Pope from ac- 
cepting parochial appointments, that they 
are only permitted to follow monastic life, 
and that the parishes are intrusted to min- 
isters of the independent monastic orders. 
But, he adds, the Philippine clericals have 
deliberately and systematically deceived the 
Pope, pretending that the country was bar- 
barous, unfit for the regular ministry, and 
that it was necessary that the monastic 
orders should administer the parishes. 
Therefore, Aguinaldo continued, he consid- 
ered it necessary to detain the friars until 
the Pope is undeceived. 

The Spanisn papers here assert that a 
sanguinary mutiny has taken place on 
board the steamship Bernardino and that 
the native crew massacred their Spanish 
officers. These papers also appeal to the 
United States to control the natives. Ad- 
vices from Illoilo say the natives of that 
vicinity distrust Aguinaldo and want Amer- 
ican domination. 


TROUBLE IN THE 


Insurgents Threaten 
Spaniards in the Island of Panay. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Reports of a 
somewhat disquieting nature have been re- 
ceived from Gen. Otis, in command at Ma- 
nila. He says that the Province of Iloilo, 
in the Island of Panay, which is technically 
occupied by the Spaniards, is surrounded by 
the insurgents, and that fears are enter- 
tained that the Spanish population and gar- 
rison will be massacred by the insurgents. 

The capital of the Province is 355 miles 
from Manila, but this and the other islands, 
with the exception of Manila and its adja- 
cent country, is not under control of the 
Americans. Heretofore the United States 
officers have tried to prevent disturbances 
between the insurgents and the Spaniards 
through good offices and counsel. 

The indications are, however, that the 
present situation in lloilo cannot be con- 
trolled by the United States army at Manila 
or the insurgent leaders there, and if serious 
consequences are averted other methods 
will have to be adopted. The troops under 
Gen. Otis are not available for any such 
duty, and under the terms of the protocol 
pending peace negotiations it is not desir- 
able send a force from the army to the 
Island of Panay. There is no intention at 
present of sending additional troops to Gen. 
Oiis, but .the situation 1s such as_ to 
strengthen the determination of the Admin- 
istration not to reduce the available force 
under his command.

They 
will probably sail for Manila Friday.

CURRENCY REFORM PLANS. 


The McCleary Bill Likely to be Con- 
sidered at an Extra Session of Con- 
gress. Henry C. Paine Says. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 16.—The ad- 
visability of an extra session of Congress 
next March for the purpose of considering 
among other questions what is known as 
the McCleary bill, a monetary measure, was 
discussed to-day at a conference between 
Henry C. Paine, Republican National Com- 
mitteeman from Wisconsin, and H. H. Han- 


na of Indianapolis, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Sound Money League. In regard to 
the matter* Mr, Paine said: 

‘““Mr. Hanna came’ here to consult with me 
on the line of action to be taken in the 
movement to bring about the passage of a 
bill for currency reform. 

‘* There is no doubt that steps will be taken 
to bring about currency reform, and it is 
expected that a special session of Congress, 
to open on March 4 next, will be held. 

“The Currency bill will be included in the 
call, in all probability. The plan is to take 
up what is known as the McCleary bill. It 
is intended also to keep up the work in be- 
half of sound money through the league 
organization.”’ 


KIDNAPPED HER OWN CHILD. 


Wife of ex-Mayor Magowan of Tren- 
ton Said to Have Abducted Her 
First Husband’s Daughter. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 16.—The eight-year- 
old daughter of Mr. Barnes, whose divorced 
wife is now the wife of ex-Mayor Magowan 
of Trenton, N. J., was kidnapped to-day by 
a woman supposed to be her mother. 

The woman and child took the 1 o’clock 
train on the Lake Shore Road for the Hast. 
The police immediately began telegraphing 
police officials all along the route to arrest 
the woman. Meantime Mr. Barnes swore 


out a warrant charging Mrs. Magowan with 
kidnapping. 

The abductors were intercepted on a Lake 
Shore train at Erie, Penn., and placed 
under arrest. They were Mrs. Frank J. 
Magowan, Mrs, R. H. Wynn, and Frank D. 
Magowan. With them was the child. When 
accosted by the detective Magowan offered 
him a roli of bills and told him to go away, 
but the officer was obdurate. The three 
prisoners were arraigned before Alderman 
McAndrew, and the case held open-until to- 
morrow, bail being given. 

The Magowans have been figuring in good 
Erie society the last two weeks, Magowan 
making arrangements to buy a rubber fac- 
tory near the city. A detective left Cleve- 
land this evening for Erie, accompanied by 
William H. Barnes, the grandfather and 
legal guardian of the child. 


TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 16.—The news tel- 
egraphed here from Cleveland this after- 
noon that the eight-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Magowan, the present wife of the ex- 
Mayor of this city, had been kidnapped 
from that city, created a considerable stir 
among the friends of the ex-Mayor here. 

Mr. Magowan and hf$S second wife have 
been stopping at the Plaza Hotel in New 
York, and so far as anv one here appeared 
to know were there still. 

The child was in Trenton about a year 
ago. She was brought here by her father 
on his way South, and was taken back to 
Cleveland by him. She spent two weeks at 
that time visiting Mrs. Magowan, her 
mother. 

Mrs. Mary E. Magowan, the, ex-Mayor’s 
first wife, says she heard about!a week ago 
that Mr. Magowan was going West on a 
short trip. Beyond this she knows nothing. 


COAL FAMINE IN TRENTON. 


Unless Relief Soon Comes, Factories 


May Be Forced to Suspend. 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 16.—Local pottery 
manufacturers and other business concerns 
are suffering from a coal famine, due to the 
fact that enough cars cannot be secured 
to bring the coal from the mines. The 
passenger travel during the recent Phila- 
delphia jubilee was so heavy that the run- 
ning of coal trains was delayed, and ship- 
ments are behind one week. 

If relief is not given soon operations 
may be suspended in many local works. 
The coal men promise to fill all orders 
within a few days. 


HOTELS OPPOSE FREE LUNCHES. 


St. Louis Restaurant Keepers Will Ap- 


peal to the Legislature. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 16.—A petition for a 
law to abolish free lunches in saloons will 
be presented at the coming session of the 
Missouri Legislature by St. Louis restaur- 


ants. The measure will have the same gen- 
eral purpose as the Raines law of New 
York, but will be almost the exact opposite 
in form of that statute. The movement was 
caused by the injury done the hotel and res- 
taurant business by the serving of free 
lunches in saloons. ’. C. Thompson, a large 
local restaurateur, heads the petition. Five 
hundred copies have been circulated for sig- 
natures, 


Boston’s New National Bank. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — Controller 
Dawes to-day authorized the Shawmut Na- 
tional Bank of Boston to begin business:

ACTRESS DIES IN THEATRE 


Ethel Marlowé of Viola Allen’s 
Company Fails Dead After 
Her Exit. 


AT KNICKERBOCKER THEATRE 


The Play Went On and the Audience 
Did Not Know—Miss Marlowe’s 
Father Died in a Simi- 
lar Manner. 


With her breath still coming fast from the 
effort of a hurried exit from the stage, and 
the last lines of her part still in mind, Ethel 
Marlowe fell last night in the fainting spell 
that heralded her death, while the audience 
before whom she had played still fastened 
their eager eyes on the scene ghe had just 
quitted. 

The actress, who had been playing ths 
part of Polly Love in “* The Christian,” died 
of heart disease in the wings of the Knick- 
erbocker Theatre shortly after 11 o’clock. 
She had kept her strength and senses just 
long enough to finish her work for the night 
and left the boards in a glow of enthusiastic 
happiness to meet in a few brief moments 
the fall of the last curtain. 

The third act of the play came to an end, 
and the players waited for the fourth till 
after their young comrade’s life had quietly 
ebbed away. Then they returned to an ap- 
plauding audience, and finished their parts 
with shattered nerves. 

The audience knew nothing of the tragedy 
behind the scenes till the curtain had fallen 
at the close of the play. 

Miss Marlowe was seen in her first en- 
gagement of importance when she played 
Polly Love, the friend of Glory Quayle, the 
heroine whom John Storm had sent her to 
live with her and keep from harnf‘and sin. 

The part is a quiet one, but calls for a 
clever, sympathetic actress, such as Miss 
Marlowe was, and the getting of it (due to 
the fact that she was Miss Allen’s protégée) 
was no small step into prominence for the 
ambitious girl, who was filled with the en- 
thusiasm of her art. 

She reached the theatre that night in high 
spirits and seemingly in the best of health, 
and through the three acts in which she ap- 
peared showed no signs of illness or fa- 
tigue. Once in the wings, early in the 
evening, she had said to John Mason, who 
plays Horatio Drake, ‘‘Do you know, I 
never dare take any stimulant? I have a 
weak heart, and I’m afraid to risk it.” 

The scene in which Miss Marlowe made 
her last appearance is one of the most 
powerful in the play. It is laid in Glory 
Quayle’s apartments in ‘‘The Garden 
House,’”’ and John Storm, Glory’s lover, 
mad between his religious fervor and his 
infatuation for her, has entered the room, 
seeking refuge from the mob that threatens 
him, and with intent to kill his sweetheart. 

In the course of their conversation he 
attacks her and thus the dialogue goes: 


Storm, (laying hold. of her by the throat) 
—You have lied to me! 

’ Glery—Believe me, no! 

Storm—Say your. prayers, 
them, say them, say them! 

Glory—Look into my face, John! 
look! (A moment’s pause.) 

Storm (falling back)—God sent me to kill 
you, Glory. 

Glory (triumphantly)—No, but to love me! 

Storm—What are you saying? 

Glory—I love you, have always loved you! 
And you love—you know you do—you love 
me still! 

Storm, (with a loud cry, flinging his arms 
about her)—For God’s sake, Glory! 

Just at this point Polly knocks at the 
door while the pair are locked in one an: 
other’s arms, ond Ethel Marlowe called from 
the wings in the words of her rdle, “ Glory! 
Glory!” 

Then she entered in breathless hurry and 
exclaimed: ‘*‘ Lord Robert and Mr. Drake 
are below talking to Liza.”’ 

Storm (Edward J. Morgan was the actor) 
here makes for the door, erying, ‘‘ Where? ”’ 
and Glory intercepts him with, ‘‘ Stop! Re- 
member, he is your enemy! If he should 
find you here—” ‘“ Let him find me!” ejacu- 
lates Storm, and then hesitates, as Glory 
begs him ‘‘ For my sake, then!’’ Glory then 
says to Polly: 

“Take Mr. Storm 
yours, down the stairs and through 
garden to the street.”’ 

Miss Marlowe at this juncture left the 
stage hurriedly, as Polly goes out before 
Storm does in the play. She crossed the 
wings breathlessly to a piano standing in 
one corner, and sank down on the stool 
happy at having finished her night’s task 
well and without a thought of the shadow 
that stole across her. 

As Storm followed to the wings from the 
stage, and the sound of Glory’s murmuring 
prayers mingled with the shout of the mob 
in the nlay, Miss Marlowe turned carelesslx 
to a bystander and said, refefring to the 
make-up of one of the ‘‘ supers ”’: 

*“‘Isn’t that fellow made up splendidiy 
as an old man?” 

From the stage in front, as the curtain 
slowly descended, the sound of Glory’s 
prayer came back: 

“Save him from his enemies in the 
streets. Save him! Save him!”’ The curtain 
fell. The salvos of applause began to break. 
The little actress, seated upon the piano 
stool in the wings, felt the grasp of death 
upon her, and suddenly her knees gave 
way, and she sank to the floor. Her eyes 
closed, not to reopen again. 

The  horror-stricken people about her 
rushed to raise her unconscious form. Mr. 
Keenan, the stage manager, who is also the 
Brother Paul of the play, went before the 
curtain and called for doctors in the audi- 
ence. One of the company had been taken 
ill, he said. 

Dr. Bragge of 26 West Forty-sixth Street, 
and Dr. Harcourt Anderson of 105 West 
Fortieth Street, responded. Dr. Anderson 
had his valise with him. The doctors used 
hypodermie injections and electricity in 
vain. After working over the girl’s body 
for about half an hour, life was pronounced 
extinct. 

The unnerved players went on with the 
last act, and acquitted themselves without 
blunder. When the curtain had gone down 
for the last time, and the audience started to 
applaud, Mr. Keenan again came before the 
curtain and interrupted the plaudits with 
the announcement of Miss Marlowe’s death. 

The body of the young actress was taken 
from the theatre to Winterbottom’s under- 
taking establishment late at night. Her 
death was the cause of great grief to her 
associates, who had liked her as well as ap- 
preciated her ability. 

Miss Marlowe’s death was almost exactly 
similar to that of her father, Owen Mar- 
lowe, a well-known actor of English birth. 
He died in May, 1876, in the wings of the 
Globe Theatre at Boston when he had played 
the part of Talbot Champneys in ‘ Our 
Boys,’’ and made the hit of the play. 

His death also was caused by heart dis- 
ease. His daughter wrote a brief sketch of 
him some time ago, which showed her pride 
in the ability of the man from whom she 
inherited her histrionic gifts. She was ap- 
parently entering a bright career—a pretty 
and clever actress, with ambition and a 
good start. She was twenty-five years old. 
It was not decided last night who would be 
engaged to take her part in the play to-day. 

Miss Marlowe lived in a flat at 221 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-third Street with 
her sistre Mrs. Voight. Mrs. Voight’s mother 
is at present playing with J. J. Hackett in 
“The Tree of Knowledge,” at the National 
Theatre, Washington. 

The news of Miss Marlowe's death greatly 
shocked Mrs. Voight when it was brought 
to her about midnight. She had never 
heard her s‘ster complain of trouble with 
her heart, she said, and the girl had seemed 
in her usual good health and spirits. when 
she left her home last evening to go to the 
theatre.

Just at the time for the curtain to fall 
Castelmary raised his a hand to the 
side of his head, and, clutching his hair, fell 
forward on the floor. Jean de Reszke, the 
closest personal friend of the singer, was 
at the time behind the scenes. He was quick 
to see that Costeimery was ill,-and rush- 
ing into the wings took his old friend into 
his arms, where he breathed his last.

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TO PROTECT BOOKSELLERS. 


Publishers “Diseuss Plans to Curtail 
Department Store Trade. 


At the fourth monthly dinner of the 
Booksellers’ League, held last evening, at 
111 West Twenty-fifth Street, the stand 
which the publisher and the bookseller 
should take with regard to the cut-rate 
competition of the department stores was 
discussed. The general drift of the re- 
marks was that the booksellers need to be 
protected by the publishers from their com- 
petitors, who are able to purchase their 
goods at a long discount, because of the 


large size of their orders. Several of the 
speakers favored a_ strict combination 
among the publishers which should place 
al) booksellers under contract to maintain 
a fixed price upon all copyrighted books, 
and especially upon standard works. 

There was also some advocacy of a uni- 
form net price upon all books published. 
It was said, in opposition to this, that the 
abolition of the discount would affect the 
author unfavorably. 


NO GIRLS TO HOUSE OF MERCY. 


Magistrate Brann Says He Sent One 
and Couldn’t Get Her Back. 


Nellie Chambers, twenty-two years of age, 
parentage unknown, who has spent all her 
life in charitable institutions, was before 
Magistrate Brann yesterday in the York- 
ville Police Court on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. The girl was last an inmate of the 
Good Samaritan Home, at 244 East Sixty- 
fifth Street, and was arrested at-the in- 
stance of Superintendent Falke, who asked 
that she be sent to a reformatory institu- 
tion. The girl made a request that she 
should not be sent to the House of Mercy 
at Inwood, saying that she had spent two

MANY SAIL FOR THE ANTILLES. 


The Berlin Carries the Largest Num- 
ber of Passengers Since the War. 

The transport Berlin of the regular week- 
ly Government transport service to Cuba 
end Puerto Rico, left port yesterday after- 
noon with the largest passenger list since 
the war. She carried Mrs. Leonard Wood, 
wife of Gen, Wood, Governor at Santiago. 
Mrs. Wood took with her a cow and a 
horse and a large amount of household ef- 
fects. Col. J. W. Pullman of the Quarter- 
master’s Department goes to Ponce with 
his family. Col. Pullman carried with him 
$50,000 to pay the employes of the depart- 
ment. Major Fishback of the Paymaster’s 
Department, with two assistants, carried 
$500,000 to pay the troops. 

Several Post Office agents assigned to va- 
rious posts in Puerto Rico were on the 
transport. It was said after the Berlin’s de- 
parture that the agents had objected se- 
riously to going aboard the transport and 
had telegraphed to the Post Office Depart- 
ment at Washington complaining that the 
stateroom accommodations on the vessel] 
were greatly overtaxed. Col. Kimball of the 
Quartermaster’s Department, said that no 
complaint of the sort had reached him, and 
that.the Berlin was capable of accommodat- 
ing many more passengers than had sailed. 
Capt. Mason, representing the Government 
on the pier, said that he had not heard a 
complaint. 

The Berlin carried twenty Cubans and 
seventy-eight soldiers whose furloughs have 
expired. There were also thirty-six me- 
chanics, employes of the Quartermaster’s 
Department. 


FINED FOR SELLING SKIM MILK. 


Harlem Wholesale Firm Handled 600 


Cans Daily. 

In the Court of Special Sessions on Mon- 
day last C. H. Seabrook of Lee & Seabrook, 
wholesale milk dealers at 158 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street, was 
found guilty of bringing low-standard milk 
into the city and the choice was given him 
of paying a fine of $350 or serving three

skimmed and that Lee and Seabrook han- 
died each day over 600 cans, most of which 
came from Connecticut.

They failed to cut the telephone wire, 
however, and a large detachment of provost 
guards, under command of Captain Baller, 
arrived, and with fixed bayonets forced the 
negroes inte a lot and arrested thirty of 
them. They were marched to the city jJafl.

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WORK OFNEW LEGISLATURE 


Republican Members Are Weighing 
Certain Proposed Measures. 


STATE CONSTABULARY FAVORED 


Lauterbach and Quigg Say Party Is 
Committed to It — Biennial 
Legislative Sessions. 


The Republican Senators and Assembly- 
men elected Nov. 8 are already beginning to 
consider the more important matters that 
will come before the next Legislature. 
Among the most frequently discussed’ of 
proposed measures are these: Some modifica- 
tion of the Raines law, amendments to the 
New York City charter, the creation of a 
State Constabulary in place of the police 
systems of the various cities, a bill to estab- 
lish a standard of pure beer, and another for 
biennial] sessions of the Legislature. 

It is generally admitted by Republican 
leaders that the Raines law helped, rather 


than injured, the party’s chances in the last 
election. They claim, also, that the Demo- 
crats themselves concede that their policy 
of denouncing that measure. hurt them in 
the rural districts, the revenues of which 
are materially increased by the contribution 
from this city, got through the excise law. 
This consideration, it is said, may modify 
somewhat any earlier plans of the Republi- 
enas to change the present law. 

As to the charter of this city, it is pretty 
generally admitted by the Republican lead- 
ers that some changes are necessary. It is 
said that the entire system of municipal 
legislation is too cumbersome, and that it 
is advisable to amend it to a considerable 
degree. Just in what or how much they 
do not say. It is almost certain, however, 
that many modifications will be proposed. 

The State constabulary, the establishment 
of a standard of pure beer, and the chang- 
ing of the sessions of the Legislature from 
annual to bi-annual are not new notions. 
They have been considered by other Legis- 
latures, but it is said that at the coming 
session something definite will be accom- 
plished. The constabulary project has been 
ardently opposed as being in violation, in 
the opinions of some, of the principle of 
home rule; but, according to Edward Lau- 
terbach, Lemuel E. Quigg, and others, the 
party is practically committed to it, and 
will take action. 

The Biennial Session bill is being pressed 
by the independents. The Republican 
Party, they say, is already committed to 
it, having voted for it at one session, al- 
though mention of it was omitted from the 
State platform. Its friends say that the 
only seriotts opposition comes from organt- 
zation men in both parties, The Republican 
leaders admit that the matter will come 
before the Legislature, but they are not 
yet ready to commit themselves on the 
question. It is probable that the bill will 
be submitted to a caucus of the Republican 
members shortly after the Legislature con- 
venes 

Friends of the measure say that if they 
can once get it before the Legislature there 
will be no serious objection to it. They say 
the only objection that can be made, so 
far as considerations of party policy are 
coneerred, is that it will give too long a 
lease of life to certain measures and ap- 
pointments that the party may wish altered 
after experience. As these are reasons, 
they say, that no men would dare present 
in public. they hope to have the measure 
passed. Whatever opposition there may be 
to the scheme does not seem to follow 
party lines, and its friends assert that only 
out-and-out organization men will oppose 
it, even in caucus. 


PLATT AND ODELL HOME AGAIN. 


Return from a Visit to Wash- 
ington. 


Senator Thomas C. Platt and B. B. Odell, 
Jr., Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, returned from Washington yester- 
day.. Mr. Odell said the only business he 
had in the capital was to request the ap- 
pointment of two Postmasters, He reported 
that President McKinley and all the Na- 
tional party leaders are very much gratified 
by the result of the election in this State. 
Mr. Odell goes to Newburg to-day.

COL. ROOSEVELT A LECTURER. 


The Governor-Elect Delivers the First 
of a Series of Lectures on 
American History. 


BOSTON, Novy. 16.--Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt, the newly elected Governor of New 
York State, delivered the first of a series of 
eight lectures on ‘‘ The Western . Move- 
ment’ of the American People” before an 
audience of 1,200 people in Huntington Hall 
to-night, under the auspices of the Lowell 
Institute. The audience was enthusiastic 


in its greeting of the famous leader of the 
Rough Riders, and it was some minutes 
before he was able to proceed with his 
lecture, which was of a purely historical 
nature. 

Col. Roosevelt traced the advancement 
and expansion of English, the Dutch, Span- 
iards, Portuguese, and French during the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, discussing 
the character and progress of their move- 
ments into South Africa, Australia, South 
America, and into America itself. He spoke 
particularly of the backwoodsman of North 
America and his predecessors, and de- 
ecribed vividly the hardships which he en- 
dured and the progress he made in pushin 
the frontier further and further westwar 
through the dense and tangled forests. He 
eulogized the backwoodsman as an honest, 
manly, thrifty man,.and said that the 
foundatien which he Jaid for American 
government and institutions was of the very 
character. 


Col. Goes to Boston. 


Col. Theodore Roosevelt passed through 
the city yesterday on his way to Boston.

John F. Vincent, Louis Lyons, and 
Eugene F. Brush, also members of the 
Board of Governors, were included in the 
report. None of these men desires a re- 
election, and they, like, Mr. Flower, are not 
wanted in the governing body. 

Ex-Gov. Flower said yesterday: “I was 
President of the club when Mr. Croker and 
his friends joined it. At that time the club 
was not prosperous, but the influx of mem- 
bers which followed Mr. Croker’s indorse- 
ment of the club placed the organization on 
its feet. It now has an annual income of 
$100,000, and is in every way prosperous. I 
accepted the Presidency with the proviso 
that I was not to be a candidate for re- 
election. Inasmuch as Mr. Croker has done 
so much to build the club up, I feel that he 


ought to be in absolute control. I have no 
intention of resigning, however, for my 
term of office expires on Dec. 5, as do those 
of Messrs. Vincent, Lyons, and Brush. 
There is no political significance in my re- 
fusal to accept another term, I have no 
criticism to make of the conduct of the 
campaign ”’ 

At the Democratic Club last night it was 
said that Messrs. Flower, Vincent, Lyons, 
and Brush have given little of their time to 
the club, none being a regular attendant. 
Mr. Flower, it was said, filed his resigna- 
tion with the Board of Governors in March 
last, just after his return from Europe. He 
did not press it, however, and the club was 
glad to have him remain. 

A friend of Mr. Flower’s said last night 
that the ex-Governor had found the Demo- 
cratic Club since its regeneration a most 
uncongenial place, and although he desired 
to retain his membership he did not feel in- 
clined to mingle with the men who nightly 
congregated there. 

It is said no one who is not personally 
vouched for by Mr. Croker will be found on 
the Board of Governors after the next elec- 
tion. It is said also that each of the five 
boroughs will be represented in the board. 


SOLDIERS’ VOTE IN HONOLULU. 


Majority of New York Men for Van 
Wyck, It Is Said — Roosevelt’s Re- 
marks About Volunteers Resented. 


HONOLULU, Nov. 9.—Van Wyck is said 
to have received a good majority of the 
votes cast by the New York soldiers yes- 
terday. Each voter sealed his own ballot. 
They will all be sent to the Secretary of 
State of New York, to be opened by him 
and sent to the various counties to be 
counted with the local vote. For this rea- 
son the votes were not counted here, and 
the results are only estimated. 

There were in all about 530 votes cast. 
Of these it is estimated that Roosevelt got 
200 and Van Wyck 330. Roosevelt’s re- 
marks about the volunteers lost him a great 
many votes among the soldiers. Only about 
45 per cent. of the soldiers voted. In fact, 
there was comparatively little interest 
shown in the election. 

The Twentieth Kansas Regiment had an 
opportunity. to vote here before the Indiana 
sailed for Manila. The soldiers voted as 
follows for the prenes al State officers: For 
Governor, Stanley, epublican, 252; John 
W. Leedy, Fusion, 114; for Associate Jus- 
tice, William T. Smith, 359; S. H. Allen, 113. 
The vote on the rest of the ticket ran about 
the same. All the Republican candidates 
for Congress, with the exception of Reeder, 
received a majority.

MET DEATH IN A QUARRY. 


Premature Explosion Kills Two Men 
at Wallingford, Conn. 


WALLINGFORD, Conn., Nov. 16.—W. 8. 
Parker, aged fifty-five, Superintendent of 
the Byxbee-Depayster Trap Company, and 
an Italian assistant were the victims of a 
premature explosion at the company’s quar- 
ries at Reed’s Gap, on the confines of this 
borough and Middlefield late this after- 
noon.

BIG INSURANCE SUIT. 


John & James Dobson Plaintifie— 
Claims Aggregate $500,000, 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—John & James 
Dobson, carpet manufacturers, whose big 
retail store on Chestnut Street was gutted 
by fire about one year ago, to-day brought 
suit in the United States District Court 


against thirty-four large insurance com- 
anies in all parts of the world to recover 
etween $500,000 and $600,000 insurance 
money. a 

The attorney for the Dobsons states that 
the companies declined to pay the insurance 
money based on a total loss, but were will- 
ing to pay a portion. The suits are brought 
under a clause in the agreements that all 
suits growing out of inability to properly 
adjust claims shall be brought within one 
year from the fire, and, the plaintiffs’ coun- 
sel says, the actions are brought simply to 
comply with this clause and to open the 
way to adjustment. 


OMAHA’S OUTLAWS TRAPPED. 


Detectives Locate Geppner and Van 
Hailer in a Cass County Deftile. 
OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 16.—The detective 
posse from Omaha which has been pursu- 
ing the alleged bandits, Geppner and Van 
Haller, since their ‘exciting encounter of 
Monday, when the outlaws put to flight a 
number of officers, believe they have the 


desperate men surrounded in an adjoining | 


ecunty, 

The fugitives were located through a let- 
ter Geppner wrote to his mother, who re- 
sides here. The letter fell into the hands 
of the police, who at once directed the 
posse to the scene. The place where the 
outlaws are in hiding is in Cass County, in 
a rocky defile near the ranch of a relative 
of Geppner. The relative denies that the 
men are there, but the police have every 
avenue of escape guarded. Considerable 
time will be required for the officers to 
thoroughly search the woods, and from 
the readiness with which the men fought 
when surprised in their Omaha den by 
three times their number, it is expected 
that a battle of considerable proportions 
will result when,the outlaws are located. 

The letter the police have gives in detail 
the story of the battle, except that it puts 
a very ridiculous phase on it. The robbers 
said the officers ran for their lives at the 
first shot, and that one of them dropped 
his loaded revolver, which they captured 
and turned upon the fugitive detectives. 
The robbers said they could easily have 
killed all of the officers, but that the latter 
were so easily scared by their resistance 
that they found escape easy without shed- 
ding blood. 

The officers who ere now at the scene of 
the outlaws’ new place of abode are armed 
with rifies and revolvers, and have instruc- 
tions to force a surrender or instant death 
the moment the fugitives are seen. Rein- 
forcements have been sent from the sur- 
rounding towns to make certain that the 
robbers do not escape.

| ELECTRICITY TO S 


Attempt to Burn a Big Safety Vault 
Into Sections to be Made in 
FF Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 16.—An experi- 
ment of scientific interest is to be tried in 
getting rid of the safety vault of the old 
Cincinnati Safe Deposit and Trust Company 
in the Lafayette Bank Building. The vault, 
40 by 12% feet and 7 feet high, was built 
about forty years ago by the old Miles 
Greenwood Company. It was purchased by 
the Lafayette Bank with a view to ¢n- 
larging their banking room. Then the ques- 
tion arose as to how to get rid of it. The 
walls are constructed of layers of hard 
epring steel 1% inches in thickness. 

James Stacey of the Stacey Manufacturing 
Company has a theory which he will put 
to the test. About two years ago he was in 


Washington when the Government made a 
test of burning through steel vaults with 


electricity, The resu:t was that in twelve 
minutes a hole large enough to admit a 
man was made in*one ot the big Govern- 
ment vaults. Mr. Stace : 
cut with electricity. the old trust company's 
vault into sections that can be conveniently 
handled. 

Two operators will be placed in the vault 
and a wire for each run in through a vent 
hole. The wire will be attached to a car- 
bon, which will be manipulated with a 
heavy handle. The operators will wear rub- 
ber gloves and goggles of the new glass for 
the protection of their eyes against the in- 
tense light. They will pass the carbon over 
ne steel walls, burning them in intersecting 

nes.

BISHOP POTTER ON CHARITY. 


He Lectures Under the Auspices of the 
Associated Bureau at Orange. 


ORANGE, N. J., Nov. 16.—Bishop Potter 
of New York lectured here to-night at the 
Music Hall under the auspices of the Bu- 
reau of Associated Charities on ‘“ The 
Charity That Degrades Men.” 

He spoke at length on the changed con- 
ditions of life to-day from those of fifty 
years ago, when men and women lived in 
small communities where each person knew 
his or her neighbor and their needs. The 


present condition of the poor in our large 
communities, he Went on, was the result 
of changes bound to work evil as well as 
good. We were indifferent to our neighbors’ 
affairs, and they to ours. 

Organized charity, the Bishop said, met 
with opposition from a source from which 
it was hardly to be expected. Many clergy- 
men considered it an intrusion and resented 
it as such if asked for statistics relative to 
the poor among their flocks. This was a 
stumbling block to the work of organized 
charity, but not the greatest. 

There was a conception on the part of 
many that led them to think that the great- 
er number of those in want were not de- 
sirous of bettering their condition and 
would be content to live on charity. It was 
the lecturer’s profound conviction that this 
belief was not founded upon fact. The 
great majority of the unfortunate, he might 
almost say every one of them, desired ele- 
vation and a betterment in their condition, 
and ot meg organized and systematic aid 
could bring this about. 

Bishop Potter, toward the close of his lec- 
ture, gave an account of his six weeks’ life 
in the slums of New York. He was not 
solicited once for alms during that time, he 
said, but only for spiritual help and aid to 
a higher moral life. 


Torpedo, Boat Dupont Is Speedy. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Nov. 16.—The torpedo 
boat Dupont, attached to the torpedo sta- 
tion, to-day exceeded the best torpedo boat 
speed yet developed in the United States 
Navy. During torpedo practice in Narra- 
gansett Bay her starboard engine made 401 
revolutions per minute, and the port engine 
403, with only two of her three boilers in 
use. This demonstrated a speed of over 30 
knots. Her contract speed was 27% knots 
for three boilers.

HORSE SHOW'S BIG NIGHT 


Thousands Watch the Contests 
and the Managers Are 
Pleased. 


ASSOCIATION OF EXHIBITORS 


An Organization Is Effected and Prom- 
inent Men Chosen as Officers— 
Features of Yesterday’s 
Exhibition. 


—_— 


he horses were shown yesterday accord- 

ing to programme in the Madison Square 
Garden, and they were viewed by several 
“thousand persons. The boxes in the after- 
‘Hibon were fairly well filled, and in the even- 
:@mg all the arena boxes were filled. The 
promenade was fairly crowded, and the 
managers of the show said it was a big 
Night, so that every one was satisfied. 

The casual visitor to the show, who goes 

just to see the different members of society 

“who occupy the boxes, are finding fault 
with the official programme this year. 
Formerly, they have been able to tell who 
was in each box or who ought to oe my 
each box by turning to the list of boxhold- 
ers and che dieatam, which has always had 
@ prominent place in the programme. 

This year it is missing, and every one has 
to guess which is Mrs. This and Mrs. That. 
To a certain extent it has done away with 
the incessant staring in the boxes,, and it 
was said that this was the reason why the 
best members of society had not purchased 
erena boxes, but were to be seen in the tier 
boxes and in the stalls. 

Ponies, hackneys, trotters, and pacers oc- 
cupied the attention of the judges in the 
morning, and there was also a little jump- 
ing just to weed out the good from the bad 
in the class that was to compete at the 
close of the evening performance. After 
luncheon, ponies in harness, runabouts, 
horses of tne Street Cleaning Department, 
saddle horses, four-in-hands, trotters, hack- 
neys, and j&mpers competed. 

The best show was furnished by the Street 
Cleaning Department. It was out of the or- 
dinary and so proved a good attraction. 
There were nine contestants. Each wagon 
had been newly painted, each driver had on 
a@ brand-new uniform, and the horses had 
been groomed as though they never had 
geen an ash or garbage wagon. The men 
drove slowly around the ring several times 
and then lined up to be inspected by the 


judges. 
A PERCHERON WINS. 


Some of the horses were Percheron, some 
were crosses of Shire and Western strains, 
and some were pure native horses. They 
were all good looking, but the Percherons 
took the judges’ eyes, and the first prize 
went to Exceisior, a handsome gray from 
Stable F. It was driven by James Flynn, 
and when the blue ribbon was pinned on 
Flynn raised his hat in the air and waved 
it frantically in answer to the cheers of the 
spectators. 

What will probably be the most important 
thing of the week for the horsemen was 
the organization of an association of exhib- 
ftors, and it is proposed that this associa- 
tion shall insist on some radical changes 
being made in the way horse shows are 
managed. For some time those who have 
entered horses have objected to the way 
things have been managed, and last year 
several of the exhibitors threatened to with- 
draw and not to show their horses again. 

During the Summer horsemen have met 
at many of the smaller shows that have 
been held at Newport, White Plains, Mor- 
ristown, Long Branch, and other places, 
and have talked matters over, the result of 
which has been the organization of the 
American Horse Show and Exhibitors’ As- 
B0ciation. Invitations were sent for all in- 
terested in horses to meet at the Gilsey 
House, and the meeting was held yester- 
day morning. 

The meeting was a large one, and after 
discussing things it was agreed to organ- 
ize with these officers: President—E. V. R. 
Thayer of Boston; Vice President— William 
H. Catlin of Rye, N. Y.: Second Vice 
President—Joseph E. Widener of Philadel-

OBJECTS OF THE ASSOCIATION, 


The objects of the new association are to 
frame rules which shall govern horse shows 
throughout the United States and to pro- 
cure the adoption of these rules. The horse- 
men want a reunion of the conditions, 
which govern the different classes, particu- 
larly with regard to height; they want to 
have competent judges selected and to have 
@ voice in the selection of these judges; they 
also want to have a representative in the 
ring during the judging of the horses, and 
they want veterinary surgeons selected 
whom they will indorse. 

That the new association will be a power 
is shown by the Board of Directors which 
was selected.

SOCIETY AT THE SHOW. 


Bome of the Prominent Women Seen 
and Descriptions of Their 


Ccstumes. 


The morning and afternoon hours at the 
Horse Show yesterday from a social stand- 
point were most enjoyable. There was no 
great crowd at any time, although toward 
Jate afternoon the promenade was well 
filled. Some of the most prominent women 
who have been going every afternoon and 
night were evidently fatigued by yesterday 
and did not appear. The dressing was, on 
the whole, quieter then since the opening 
of the show, but perhaps this was due to 
the fact that the gowns worn on Tuesday 
evening were so gorgeous that the plainer 
afternoon costumes seemed shabby by con- 
trast. The wearing of very rich furs was 


again a feature. People left early so as to 
dress for dinner and the evening. 

There was rather a decline in the number 

of remarkable gowns worn in the Garden 
last evening, but notwithstanding a suffi- 
cient number were in evidence to delight the 
eyes of the beholders who came to gratify 
their taste for beauty in fashion. Possibly 
the two most striking costumes were worn 
by Mrs. Sydney Smith and Mrs. Oliver H. 
P. Belmont. 
** Mrs. Smith was gorgeous in geranium red 
velvet. The bodice was trimmed with brown 
*velvet, cut bolero shape and edged with 
sable. A jabot of exquisite lace adorned 
the front. A picture hat of brown velvet, 
flaring at the side and trimmed with light 
parad-se feathers, gave a dashing finish 
ato the costume. 

Mrs. Belmont was in canary colored silk, 
«@raped with heavy cream-colored lace. An 
overskirt effect was edged with a deep 
fringe. The yoke of the bodice was out- 
lined with sabie bands, and little epaulettes 
falling over the sleeves were trimmed with 
the same. Mrs. Belmont always displays a 
preference for small hats. The toque that 
she wore ‘ast evening was a white tulle 
effair, the crown of which glistened with 
cut steel.

THE SHOW IN THE RING. 


Incidents Noticed During the Spirited 
Contests for Prize Ribbons in 
the Garden, 


There was a promise of a lively day during 
the first hour of the show, when horses were 
being exercised under saddle and on leading 
straps. Miss Etta Lane, who has been 
showing ladies’ saddle horses since the show 
opened, entered the ring on S. Rosenthal’s 
chestnut mare Pink, and after making two 
circuits of the tanbark ring her.mount 
swerved toward the centre. In front of the 
judges’ stand she bumped into the Glen- 
dower Stock Farm’s hackney stallion Glen- 
dower, and the latter turned at once and 
sent his hind hoofs skyward. They caught 
the equestrienne on the left foot, and imme- 
diately there was a suppressed scream from 
the early visitors, who had gathered along 
the rails. Miss Lane, however, did. not 
scream, but the pain made her sway as if 
she were about to fall. She recovered her 


equilibrium, however, and dismounted, and 
then demanded that the hackney be sent 
from the ring. Her request was complied 
with, and Miss Lane pluckily remounted and 
finished her exercise. 

A weeding-out process of the poor fencers 
in the Corinthian class for qualified hunters 
ridden by members of a recognized hunt 
club brought out a fair lot. 

Maritje seems to be a favorite name 
among brood mares, for a bay pony mare 
of that name, owned by T. Cuyler Patter- 
son, was adjudged the best of the lot of 
pony brood mares (other than Shetlands) 
that were shown in Class 93. She was the 
proudest of the half-dozen diminutive equine 
matrons, and was in great favor with the 
children, who were out in force to see the 
pony class judged. Another class which the 
children discussed as knowingly as the men 
was the pony stallion class for three-year- 
olds under 12.1 hands. Hazeldean Major, 
a rich little bay, 45 inches high, carried off 
the blue rosette. 

CONTEST OF TROTTERS. 


As was the case on Tuesday, in classes 
for young trotting stock the real struggle 
was between Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy’s and 
the Village Farm’s entries. On Tuesday 
Betty Hamlin won for the Village Farm 
over Gen. Tracy’s Alvaretta B., but yester- 
day Esther Hamlin, who showed for the 
Village Farm, lowered her colors to Gen. 
Tracy’s Hannah Wilkes, the yearling daugh- 
ter of Sable Wilkes. 

There were only two candidates for hon- 
ors in the single class in the catalogue for 
pacers, although three prizes were offered. 
H. N. Bain of Kentucky won first prize 
with his mare Palatina, a showy chestnut, 
by J. J. Audubon-Lady Drum. _ Ino, the 
other entry, owned by the Hudson River 
Stock Farm, seemed to be the superior of 
Palatina in every way, and the amateur 
judges in the seats and on the promenade 
looked askance on the decision. 

Another class of ponies came into the ring 
to open the afternoon session, seven pairs 
above 13 and not exceeding 14.1 hands con 
testing. The pairs were in harness, an 
they made a pretty picture as they spurted 
around the tanbark course. The blue rib- 
bon was awarded to Kazzie anu liazme, a 
pair of perfectly matched brown mares 
owned by Mrs. John Gerken. Eben D. Jor- 
dan’s pair, Princess Rose and Comet, won 
second prize; Howard Willets’s pair, Gray 
Dawn and White Rock, third, and John §S. 
Bratton’s Honetta and Holly Queen were 
highly commended. 

The runabouts to which the horses were 
shown in Class 48 for harness horses count- 
ed an equal percentage with the horses 
themselves, and since he had by far the 
best horses entered in the class, Charles F. 
Bates took care that he would not be be- 
hind in the matter of appointments. His 
Whirl of the Town, who on Monday got 
first prize in the harness horse class, was 
hitched to a new runabout, and the ap- 
pointments and general turnout were in 
keeping with tne recers of the horse. The 
Whirl of the Town added another, blue rib- 
bon to his list, while his stablé c ariion, 
Coxey, almost invincible last year, had to 
be content with third prize. A. J. Nutting’s 
Duke was second, and F. H. Galloney’s Mc- 
Kusic was highly commended. 
$ A splendid lot of saddle horses came be- 
fore the judges in Class 79, which was for 
saddlers up to carrying 200 pounds. Col. 
Charles L. Railey showed up with Con 
Amore, one of the most stylish Kentuckian 
saddlers that has been shown in the Gar- 
den in a number of years, and won the 
blue ribbon. Miss C. Adelaide Doremus had 
Saxon, a new purchase, in this class, and 
won. second prize. 

A surprise awaited the trotting horse men 
when the awards were made in Class 13, for 
mares or geldings, four years old or over, 
with records of 2:30 or better. It was a case 
of nip and tuck between Emoleta and The 
Abbot last year in this class, and after 
some deliberation the ribbon was awarded 
to The Abbot. Yesterday The Abbot showed 
in much better shape than last year, al- 
though he fretted considerably. He did not 
catch the Judges’ eye, however, for he was 
not even highly commended, Emoleta got 
the prize. She made a very pretty showing 
paeane the lot of handsome horses in the 
ring. 


C. F. BATES’S PROTEST. 


The judges considered Charles F. Bates’s 
protest on Tvesday night and disqualified 
Richard F. Carman’s Park team yesterday 
morning because Western Star, one of the 
four, was not Mr. Carman’s property at 
the time of entry. This was sufficient cause 
for disqualification, but old scores were 
raked up by the coaching men, and it was 
the general opinion that Mr. Bates’s pro- 
test, while legitimate, was not up to the 
letter of coaching etiquette. 

Another coaching class was judged yes- 
terday afternoon, and Mr. Carman had an 
entry, but Western Star was not in the 
four. There was considerable trouble with 
John 8S. Bratton’s team, for Sampson, who 
won in the harness class, was one of the 
lead horses, and he is at all times a cranky 
beast to handle. Going into the ring the 
right leader of Mr. Bratton’s team bumped 
into the off horse and created a smail 
sta.npede, but the team was straightened 
out again and everything went off smoothly, 
except when Sampson made an occasional 
coment. Albert Bostwick’s $10,000 team of 

ays repeated their triumph of Tuesday, 
and gained another blue ribbon. 

J. W. Colt, who had quite a successful 
season on the turf with his hurdlers and 
steeplechasers, won a blue ribbon with 
Samoset in Class 101, for thoroughbreds, 
qualified or green hunters. 

A parade of all the prize winners up to 
date served to interest the early comers at 
the evening session, for while the boxes 
and the promenade were rapidly filling up 
th best horses in their respective classes 
were being shown to their best advantage. 

There is one prize at the Horse Show, the 
winning of which means much to the suc- 
cessful exhibitor in a social way, and that 
is the Waldorf-Astoria Cup. It is offered 
for the best horse suitable for a gig, and 
drivers must be the owners of the horses 
they show. Professional drivers and deal- 
ers are barred from competition, so that 
the competition is among society men only. 
The cup must be won three times by one 
man before becoing his individual property. 
Joseph E. Widener won in this class last 
year with his matchless Von Harbinger, but 
the recent death of Mr. Widener’s mother 
decided him not to enter any horses in this 
year’s show. The class this year contained 
twenty-three entries, Clarence H. Mackay, 
A. J. Nutting, James G. Marshall, and F. 
G. Bourne being among them. Nineteen 
were sent out of the ring, and the contest 
narrowed down between Albert C., Bost- 
wick’s Lady Ursula, Thomas W. Lawson’s 
Glorious, Thomas M. Hilliard’s Morning 
Glory, and George B. Hulme’s Narragan- 
sett. Glorious had by far the best hock 
action of the four, but as an all-round 
mover, Lady Ursula was the best, and the 
one prize in the class was awarded io her. 

The class for qualified or green hunters 
which wound up the programme was an 
interesting one. It brought a number of 
clever fencers, who gave the spectators 
creepy sensations as they went at the 
fences. George Pepper’s King Crow gave 
a splendid exhibition, going clean over every 
fence. He won first prize, King Pin sec- 
ond, and. Beverly third.

ARMY SURGEONS DEFENDED 


Paper on Their Work During the 
War Read at the Dinner of the 
Medico-Legal Society. 


OPINIONS OF DR. GOODFELLOW 


Dr. Medina Ferrer Says Yellow Fever 
Can Be Eradicated from Cuba and 
the Needless Sacrifice of 
Life Avoided. 


Dr. Medina Ferrer says that yellow fever 
can e eradicated from Cuba. He made this 
statement last night at the November din- 
ner of the Medico-Legal Society, which took 
place in the Marlborough Hotel. Dr. Ferrer 
is a native of Cuba and studied his pro- 
fession in France and England. He has 
practiced in Cuba, and has made yellow 
fever a special study. He refers to it as the 
“sickness of Siam," and says that the only 
possible way in the future to avoid the 
needless sacrifice of human lives in Cuba 
is for the American Government to take 
such full and arbitrary control of the isl- 
and as to compel both civilians and soldiers 
who may live there to obey the strictest 
Sanitary laws. If this is done, said Dr. 
Ferrer, and cleanliness and order prevail, 
the germs can be ultimately killed. 

Dr. George Goodfellow of San Francisco, 
who was a member of Gen. Shafter’s staff 
during the war, also wrote an interesting 
paper for this meeting, entitled, ‘‘ The Con- 
duct of the Santiago Campaign from a 
Medical Standpoint.”” Rr. Goodfellow was 
sick and could not attend, so his paper was 
read by Albert Bach. Dr. Goodfellow en- 
deavored to refute the many statements- 
that had been made since the war regarding 
the ill-treatment of soldiers in the field. He 
said: 

“A vast amount of hostile criticism has 
been indulged in concerning the conduct of 
the war by the Medical Department. I do 
not propose to enter into any discussion as 
to the merits or demerits of the Surgeon 
General or of his various subordinates in 
the different camps in the United States. 
All that I can speak of is that which has 
come under my own personal observation in 
connection with the medical service in the 
Fifth Corps from Tampa to Santiago. 

“That there was a great amount of illness 
in the army in Santiago is well-known, as 
well as the fact that there was a consider- 


able number of wounded. So bitter had be- 
come the discussion some time ago, owing 
to the hysterical attitude of the laity, that 
the medical profession became more or less 
imbued with the spirit of hysteria, and no 
less a person that Dr. N. Senn of Chicago 
made the hardy assertion that the outbreak 
of disease in the army in Cuba was due en- 
tirely to the commanding General of the 
army. That assertion of Dr. Senn’s has been 
the basis for continued aspersion not only 
of the character and accomplishments of the 
General, but of the medical officers serving 
under him. At Santiago every step which 
modern science could suggest or skilled med- 
ical men could indicate was immediately 
adopted. The number of Surgeons carried 
was considered sufficient for all ordinary oc- 
casions, the supplies were ample for a long 
campaign, and there was plenty of material 
for disinfecting. Sickness was expected. 
There never was a war in which it was not 
expected, 

‘““When the English invaded Cuba with 
2,600 men they lost all but forty-three. 
When the French invaded Haiti 90 per 
cent. of their privates died from disease. 
Death from disease is more prevalent than 
death from bullets. In all wars there are 
certain camp diseases, which cannot be 
averted. To say that the outbreak of dis- 
ease in all the camps of our army was due 
to sanitary measures seems foolish. In 
apite of the most skillful care all kinds 
ot fevers and intestinal “Comptaints “have 
been pervasive, 

“During the Cuban campaign all orders 
were strictly executed. Buildings were 
burned down that might have been used to 
shelter the men. All communication with 
the refugees was prohibited, and the ref- 
ugees were consigned to camps outside our 
own. In Cuba there are certain diseases 
whick seem indigenous, and the acquire- 
ment of which is the necessary penalty of 
the strangers who invade the country. In 
view of the assertion of Dr. Senn that the 
outbreak of yellow fever was due to the 
instructions of the Commanding General, it 
is necessary to call attention to the fact 
that, in spite of the painstaking investiga- 
tions of the most scientific men of your 
profession, littie if anything is known of 
the dsease. 

“Tf we had burned every building in 
Cuba, destroyed all vegetation, and ban- 
ished the entire population prior to our ar- 
rival, yellow fever would have broken out 
nag as malignantly. There was less suffer- 
ng in the campaign of Cuba than in any 
that I had been in before.” 

Dr. Goodfellow inserted a number of let- 
ters in his paper from the commanding of- 
ficers of the army to those in charge at 
Cuba, to show that all necessary precau- 
tions against disease were taken. 

Dr. Clark Bell read a paper upholding Dr. 
Goodfellow’s views, and Lieut. Col. V. Hav- 
ard told of his experiences in Cuba with 
the army. He said that he agreed with 
Dr. Ferrer that yellow fever could be eradi- 
cated from the island.

THE UNITARIAN CLUB DINNER. 


Seth Low, William Dudley Foulke, and 
Others Make Addresses—Ex- 
pansion Discussed. 


At the quarterly dinner of the Unitarian 
Club at the Manhattan Hotel last night the 
subject for discussion was, ‘“‘ Our Duty To- 
ward Our New Possessions,” and an audi- 
ence of nearly 200 vigorously applauded ad- 
dresses by Seth Low and William Dudley 
Foulke of Indiana, in which not only the 
acquisition of Puerto Rico and the Philip- 


pines by the, United States was upheld, but 
the ultimate annexation of Cuba was pre- 
dicted as a logical outcomé of the forward 
march of civilization. 

The banquet hall required no further dec- 
oration than the gowns of the women mem- 
bers of the club who formed fully one-half 
the diners. Sylvester Swain, Vice President 
of the club, presided, and among the prom- 
inent: members and guests resent were 
besides the two principal speakers, John A. 
Taylor, Rudolph Keppler, R. O. Evans, 
Edwin T. Rice, George R. Bishop, the Rev. 
Dr. Minot J. Savage. vohn Henry Huii, anu 
Francis E. Southard. 


William Dudley Faulke was the first 
speaker. A large part of his address was 
given up to the discussion of Cuba, and in 
the course of his speech he said: ‘* Cuba 
may be an undesirable possession at pres- 
ent, but our Government has gone there, 
and it could not commit an act of anarchy; 
it must govern the island until its future 
government is settled.”’ 

Gen. Stewart L.: Woodford was to have 
shared in the discussion, but he sent word 
that he had been summoned to Washington 
and could not attend. 

Mr. Low followed Mr. Foulke, and said 
he believed that if ever there was a right- 
eous war it was our recent war with Spain. 
He compared the four hundred years’ strug- 
gle of the Cretans against Turkish tyranny 
with the struggles of the Cubans, and said 
nothing but tie eviction of Spain could 
have saved Cuba from centuries of blood- 
shed and oppression. He said he believed 
Cuba would have no fault to find with her 
treatment by the United States, for that all 
the pledges made will be kept and an abso- 
lutely honest effort will be made to permit 
her to govern herself. The taking of Puerto 
Rico, he said, was a natural consequence 
of Spain’s refusal to leave Cuba. In the 
ease of the Philippines Mr. Low said there 
might be room for argument, but that the 
United States stood in the position of a 
man who holds a wolf by the ear—he cannot 
let go. 

Both Mr. Foulke and Mr..Low referred to 
the race troubles in Wilmington as evi- 
dences of the struggle of ignorance and 
civilization, and Mr. Low declared the prob- 
lem presented in the annexation of the 
Philippines was less difficult than that pre- 
sented by the ignorance of the emancipated 
negroes of the South.

ENGLAND’S DECLINING TRADE. 


Statistics Supporting Counsel to Mind 
the Shops, e 


Letter to the Editor of The London Times. 

For some time past, and during the last 
two years more particularly, we have been 
sO much mentally engrossed with imperial 
questions that we have had very little time 
to spare for looking carefully into the items 
of the national ledger. They require look- 
ing into always, and it would be difficult to 
instance a time when the necessity for look- 
‘ing into them was so urgent as it is at 
present. You, Sir, notwithstanding the 
pressure on your space, have generally been 
able to find a corner for these questions of 
the shop. And I well remember that in a 
leading article on Aug. 29 last you strengly 
recommended to the attention of our mer- 
chants the debit balance of this country to 
the United States, and I happen to know 
that this arrested the attention of many 
people who had not thought on the subject 
before. That debt balance goes on increas- 
ing threateningly every month. Few people 
even yet apparently regard it, and still 
fewer recognize the meaning of it. But it 
has a very significant meaning, which he 
who runs may read, if he wishes to read. 
The trouble is that no one in England ever 
will read anything that shows in the slight- 
est degree a retrogression in any depart- 
ment of our national activities. That does 
not seem to me to be true courage. We 


ought to face the fact and to look stead- 
fastly where we are going. 

For some time past it has appeared to me 
that our course in trade has been somewhat 
open to unfavorable comment, and a state- 
ment which you publish to-day on the com- 
parative growth of foreign trade confirms 
these apprehensions. For what do we find 
in comparing the exports from Great Brit- 
ain and from other countries, taking the 
years 1891 and 1897, as given in the re- 
turns? We find that the United Kingdom 
is the only country among the really great 
trading countries of the world whose ex- 
ports are materially smaller in 1897 than 
they were in 1891; and I am sorry to gay 
that 1898 (so far as it has gone) shows no 
better results than 1897. Or, again, taking 
the excess of imports over exports, we 
find from this Same return that it amount- 
ed to £157,000,000 in 1897 for the United 
Kingdom, against £126,000,000 in 1891. Of 
course, no otner country in the world has 
anything approaching these figures, be- 
cause no other country has such an amount 
of capital loaned abroad, with interest. 
freights, commissions, &c., to receive. But 
have the amounts for interest. freights, &c., 
increased by £30,000,000 since 1891? It is 
a very large figure. in the eyes of grave 
men of business. equal to 8 per cent. in- 
terest on £1,000,000,000 capital. Looking to 
the recall of capital from the United States 
and from Australia during the past few 
ears, and looking also to the reduction 
n rates of interest on investments in these 
countries and in the Argentine, it would 
surprise me to learn that there was as 
much interest due to the United Kingdom 
from abroad in 1897 as there was in 1891. 
I cannot say anything useful in regard 
to freights. as 1 know nothing about them. 
I am therefor, at a loss to explain this in- 
crease of £30,000,000, and there is undoubt- 
edly going to be a still greater increase in 
1898. Is there a satisfactory explanation, 
or what is the meaning of it?

to-day for Tampa by the Mascotte. After 
all their arrangements were made yester- 


day they went to the Plant Line office to 
buy their tickets when they were con- 
fronted by a demand for their passports be- 
fore tickets could be issued to them under.

“MORE TERRITORY IN ALASKA. | EXTRADITION FOR TEMPLE. 


2,500 Additional Square Miles Belong- 
ing to This Country Discovered 
by Coast Survey Party. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16,—Assistant G. H. 
Pratt has submitted to Superintendent 
Prichett of the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
a report of the coast survey party’s oper- 
ations during the past Summer in Alaska. 
The report notes the discovery of 2,500 ad- 
ditional square miles of United States ter- 
ritory and deals with the work accom- 
plished in the interest of Alaskan naviga- 


tion, 

Referring to the newly explored territory 
of the United States—which, hitherto, has 
not been included 4s a part of this country 
—the report says: 

“The Kusilvak Channel extends very 
nearly parallel with the shore until about 
half way to:the Krypniak, when it turns 
seaward, and when beyond the sight of land 
spreads out into a bar with from six to 
eight feet on it in low tide. On each side 
the flats are irregular, with blind pene 
&e. The shores inthe vicinity. of Kusil- 
vak mouth are about twenty-five miles 
further out into Bering Sea than indicated 
on the published charts. In round numbers 
this difference includes an area of about 
2500 square miles. The highlands of Cape 
Dyer were aimost always obscured by 
clouds. but it would seem that its present 
longitude will not be much changed, 
whereas there is a possibility of placing its 
latitude more to the southward.” 

Further on the report says: 

“Tt is now a‘ foregone conclusion that 
the passenger business of the upper Yukon 
country is and will remain via the passes, 
while for @ long time the great bulk of the 
freight will go via the river’s mouth. There 
are now between sixty and seventy regular 
river steamers in the carrying business, and 
still freight was left behind at St. Michael 
when the season ciosed in. The ocean traffic 
has been proportionate, there being as many 
as thirty deep water vessels at anchor in 
St. Michael] anchorage at a time, the aver- 
age during the season being twenty. 

“The greatest stumbling block in the St. 
Michael freight business is the transfer 
from ocean to river craft in an unpfro- 
tected roa@stead, the water depth being 
such that ocean steamers do not anchor 
within about two miles of the nearest shoal 
water landings. 

“If next year’s examinations should de- 
velop the fact that somewhere in Scammon 
Bay the shores were bold enough to enable 
sea-going Vessels to discharge at docks, 
then by artificjally marking the Kusilvak 
entrance so that it could be readily found, 
the cost of freight transportation could 
sensibly lessened.”

arrest by the Mexicans near Nogales, on 
the charge of killing « Mexican in the Unit- 
ed States. 

If the Mexican Government concedes the 
justice of this demand, which is not doubt- 
ed, Temple will be tried in the United States, 
and once more the principle of extra-terri- 
torial jurisdiction claimed by Mexico will 
have escaped a test issue, although our Gov-

VANDE WATER WILL RESIGN | BANK PRESIDENT A SUICIDE. 


Chaplain of the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment Says He Was Insult- 
ed by the Men. 


HE DENIES ALL THE CHARGES 


Says His Calumniators Do Not Dare to 
Make Formal Complaint—The Reg- 
iment Mustered Out of the 
Government’s Service. 


As a result of the affronts offered him on 
Tuesday in the armory, when the men 
hustled around an effigy and hissed him, the 
Rev. Dr. George R. Van De Water, rector 
of St. Andrew's Church and Chaplain of 
the Seventy-first Regiment. will resign his 
commission in the command. Yesterday he 
was mustered out of the United States Vol- 
unteer service, so that he becomes again 
Chaplain of the Seventy-first Regiment, Na- 
tional Guard of New York. He stated yes- 
terday that his position in the regiment had 
become intolerable, and that as his services 
were not appreciated and his motives mis- 
understood, he would send his resignation 
to the Governor forthwith. 

There was to some extent a recurrence of 
the scenes of Tuesday in the armory yes- 
terday. Under orders from Col. Downs, the 
Chaplain reported at the armory at 11:30 
o’clock. A number of the men were on the 
steps when he walked in, dressed in full 
uniform. 

*““Who took our grub and opened our let- 
ters in Cuba?” yelled a soldier as Dr. Van 
De Water ascended the steps. 

“Van De Water,”’ came back the answer 
in chorus. 

The Chaplain looked around defiantly, and 
without a word entered the armory, going 
at once to the Coionel’s room. As he passed 
through the files of waiting soldiers there 


were a few hisses and muttered exclama- 
tions, but he gave them no heed. He re- 
mained in the Colonel’s room until 4 o’clock, 
when word came for the field and staff to 
report to the Paymaster up stairs for their 
discharges and pay. With the other officers 
Dr. Van De Water went up stairs, and after 
receiving his discharge quietiy left the ar- 
mory. A number of the men crowded about 
him as he came down stairs, but there was 
no further demonstration. 

Dr. Van De Water said yesterday, after 
learning further particulars of the action of 
the men on™“Tuesday, that he by no means 
considered it in the light of a joke. “I 
consider their actions disgraceful,”” he said. 
‘“‘T have been insulted without cause or rea- 
son, and, so far as I can imagine, there is 
no reason for the exhibition of antipathy, 
to me. if there are any charges ugainst 
me, why are they not made to the proper 
authorities? I am still a meniber of the 
volunteer army, and will to-day be given 
an honorable discharss. It will be that or 
nothing, and if there is anything in my rec- 
ord that calls for investigation, now is the 
time to bring it forward. 

‘“T have done my duty, and my conscience 
is clear. All these whispered charges that 
no one seems to have the couraye to give 
voice to are miserable falsehoods, absolute- 
ly without foundation. I ways at all times 
where my duty called me or where I was 
ordered, and if there were times when I 
was not on the firing line it was because 1 
was ordered to the rear to look after the 
welfare of the sick or wounded. That such 
actions on my part could lead the men to 
such an exhibition as disgraced them and 
the régiment yesterday is eee 
to me. It was an outrage, and there can be 
but one thing for me to do, and that is to 
resign from the Guard after I am mustered 
out of the United States service. I doa not 
want to remain and be a bone of contention 
in the regiment. I have been in it seven 
years, and in all that time I had the respect 
and confidence of the men. I have no rec- 
oliection of having done anything at any 
time to bring about a change, but as ‘t ex- 
ists, there can be no reason for my re- 
miainimg: with mey of shat:kind ,. They, have 
disgraced their regiment and insulted me, 
and I cannot afford to longer be of their 
number.”’ 

The Seventy-first Regiment is no longer in 
the service of Uncle Sam. Yesterday wit- 
nessed the muster-out of the last of the 
men, and after the petresen had been dis- 
charged and paid off Col. Downs and _ his 
staff went through the same ceremony. The 
officers received pay for three months and 
fifteen days, and a snug sum was trans- 
ferred frora the Government coffers to the 
pockets of the officers. In the case of the 
Colonel the amount was in the neighbor- 
hood of eleven hundred dollars. There was 
no formal ceremony. and Col. Downs made 
no address to his staff. 

Major Keck was the recipient of an ova- 
tion whén he came down stairs from the 
Paymaster’s office. The boys crowded about 
him and proposed three cheers, which were 
given with a hearty will, and then some 
one shouted: ‘‘ Hats off to the next Colonel 
of the Seventy-@rst.””. Major Keck, who is 
very popular with the men, bowed and 
smiled, but failed to respond to the calls 
for a speech. 

Col. Downs, whose resignation as Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of the regiment is now_in 
the hands of Gov. Black, said yesterday 
that there was much doubt about the future 
of the command. “It was thought at one 
time that sentiment would keep the men to- 
gether,” he said, “‘and that nearly all of 
them would remain in the Guard to receive 
such honor as will come to them after their 
brave actions. But such experiences as 
those through which the men have passed 
knock sentiment in the head, and I am of 
the opinion that many men will leave, al- 
though there is a certainty that many new 
men will join. At present of course there 
are no vacancies in the staff. Gen. Greene 
is still Colonel of the National Guard regi- 
ment, and is on indefinite leave of absence. 
My resignation has not yet been accepted, 
but at all events there can be no Colonel 
elected until Gen. Greene resigns, for should 
he be mustered out of the volunteer service 
at any time, he could at once take his place 
as Colonel of this regiment. There ll be 
a thorough reorganization, and a great 
amount of work is ahead of the persons 
who will have it in hand. 

“ Regarding the episode of the Chaplain, I 
can only say that we looked on the matter 
as a joke—the harmless pranks of a lot of 
men waiting about with nothing to do. As 
soon as I gave orders for the carousing to 
cease, it stopped. There was no insubordi- 
nation, for the man guilty of it-knew that 
he would find himself under arrest in a 
minute, and he would have been sent at 
once to Governors Island. As to Chaplain 
Van De Water, I can say that I always 
found him ready and willing to do his, full 
duty, and often he did service that was en- 
tirely outside of his duty, his sole desire 
being to go where he was needed and where 
he could be of service to the men. How the 
feeling against him originated, or_ from 
what cause, I do not know, but I do not 
for a moment believe anything against him 
as a man or an Officer.” 

Mrs. E. T. T. Marsh. the President of the 
Women’s Relief Association of the regiment, 
yesterday denied that the men had been 
asked to refund sums advanced to them by 
the association. It was said that the com- 
pany commanders had suggested such a 
course to the men, leaving it to their dis- 
cretion as to what course to pursue. 


Mustering Out the Ninth.

Closing of a Kansas Institution Imme- 
diately Followed by Its Mana- 


ger’s Violent Death. 


EMPORIA, Kan., Nov. 16.—This afternoon 
the First National Bank of Emporia was 
closed by order of the Controller of the 
Currency. _An hour later Charles 8. Cross, 
the bank’s President, and one of the best- 
known breeders of Herefords in the West, 
shot and killed himself at Sunny Slope, his 
stock farm, near the town. 

Speculation is said to have led to Cross’s 
downfall. His fortune has doubtless gone 
down with the bank. Among the heavy 
losers by the failure are Lyon County and 
the City of Emporia> All the city and coun- 
ty funds were deposited in the institution. 
Cross was custodian of his father’s estate, 
which is algo said to be in a wrecked con- 
dition, "} 

Cross’s ending was tragic. To the ma- 
jority of the people of the town the Con- 
troller’s card in the doors of the bank came 
as a surprise, but in financial circles both 
here and in the State the result has been 
anticipated for six months. Examiner 
Charlies Jobez, who closed the bank on the 
order from the Controller, has been going 
over its bouks with the aid of President 
Cross for the past week. 

No signs of mental agitation on the part 
of the bank President had been displayed, 
and when Cross left the bank to-day, ten 
minutes before it closed, he seemed not dif- 
ferent from usual. He went immediately 
to Sunny Slope, and, speaking pieasant- 
ly to the employes, passed into the bedroom 
of Manager Evans’s house. When Evans 
entered the room he found Cross lying in 
a pool of blood, with a pistol in his hand. 
One shot had been fired, and it went 
through the back of the head. Death must 
have been instantaneous, The news of the 
suicide was on the sireets of Emporia a 
few minutes after the white card appeared 
sang the bank door and created a sensa- 
tion. 

The bank’s condition has long been grow- 
ing bad, first causi comment last ae 
The statement issued on Sept. 20 last did 
not materially tmprove. Small withdrawals 
of deposits resulted, but most of the busi- 
ness men kept faith in the bank, and up to 
10 o’cltock to-day heavy deposits were made. 
The last statement showed: Liabilities— 
capital, $100,000; surplus and profits, $101,- 
289.53; due to depositors, banks and bank- 
ers, $513,599.42; circulation, $22,500; total re- 
sources, $737,888.95. 

Examiner Jobsz has been wrestling with 
the problem of the.assets for a week, and 
it is authentically reported that he had 
found them badly shrunken. To a reporter 
he said: 

“While I do not know exactly what the 
outcome of this matter may be, still I think 
I am justified in saying that the depositors 
will not suffer seriously. Yet when a thin 
like this occurs, it lops off 25 per cent. o 
the assets of the bank at one blow.” 

William Martindale, Vice President of the 
hank, has been regarded by common con- 
sent for many years as one of the “ solid- 
est’’ men in Kansas. . Cross was the son 
of the late Col. Harrison C. Cross, who died 
« fow years ago, and who was believed to 
have been worth-several hundred thousand 
dollars at the time of his death. 

The suicide leaves a widow and a daugh- 
ter. is first wife was Miss Kate Smeed, 
daughter of a former President of the Union 
Pacific Railway. They were divorced in the 
seventies, 


THE UPRISING IN SALVADOR. 


Minister Correa Says It Is Unimportant 
and Will Be Speedily Suppressed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Sefior Correa, 
the diplomatic representative of the United 
States of Central America, says the report- 
ed uprising in Salvador, which is a part of 
this new Union, is an unimportant affair, 
and will be quickly crushed bythe Federal 
forces if it amounts to enough to call them 
into use. He received a dispatch yesterday 


from Governor, formerly President, Zelaya, 
of Nicaragua, on current affairs, but it 
made no mention of the uprising. 

Mr. Correa says the latter is undoubtedly 
due to a wish on the part of a small ele- 
ment to discredit the new Republic of the 
United States of Central America, which 
came into existence on the first of this 
gyonth, but he is sure it will fail, as the 
three countries forming the Union are alike 
interested in putting down these local up- 
risings. The new Constitution provides that 
the military forces of all the States shall be 
ayeiene in suppressing disorder in any of 
them. 

It is understood that a vessel is ready to 
proceed from Nicaragua with 500 Federal 
troops to the point of the uprising, which, 
Mr. Correa asserts, will prove to be less of 
a demonstration than the recent race riots 
in the Carolinas. 


FERRYBOATS IN COLLISION. 


The Fanwood Runs Into the Central, 
Smasbing Part of the Cabin, 


A collision occurred between two ferry- 
boats of the New Jersey Central Railroad 
yesterday morning on the New Jersey side 
of the North River. The ferryboat Fanwood 
left her slip at the foot of Liberty Street, on 
the New York side, a few minutes after 8 
o’clock in the morning, having on board 
about twenty-five passengers. 

There was a light fog on the river and a 
strong ebb tide, and Capt. Van Wart made 
a detour, going up stream, so that the tide 


should carry the boat into her slip at the 
Communipaw station. The current, how- 
ever, carried the boat against the piling at 
the end of the slip. The force of the blow 
swung the boat to port, and then she ran 
into the next slip, occupied by the ferryboat 
Central, crashing into the forward portion 
of the men’s cabin, Fortunately there were 
not more than twenty passengers on the 
Central, who, with those on the Fanwood, 
saw the crash ¢oming and got out of harm’s 
way. 

The Fanwood was only slightly damaged, 
but the Central was towed to Elizabethport 
for repairs. The damage done to her was 
estimated at between $700 and $1,000. 


Hanged Himself in St. Mary’s Park. 


During a fit of despondency Theodore 
Heede, sixty-five years old, bnce a wealthy 
man, committed suicide early yesterday 
morning in St. Mary’s Park by hanging him- 


self. Heede came to this country from Ger- 
many, and twenty years ago he started a 
dry goods store at Third Avenue and Tenth 
Street. The business prospered, and in 1884 
he disposed of his stock and moved to Carl- 
stadt, N. J., with his family. His peosperity 
continued until 1888, when his wife died, and 
then began a series of misfortunes. Re- 
turning to this city he secured o enen as 
janitor at 1,267 Broadway, but Soon lost it 
through dissipation. Some months ago he 
went to live with James Russell at 66 James 
Street. He leaves several grown children,

Committee from the Congregation Se- 
lected to Assist the Session.

SCARLATINA IN ORPHAN ASYLUM 


Report, of Severe Outbreak Discredit- 
ed by Asylum and Health Officers. 


A report of a severe outbreak of scarlé@t 
fever at the Hebrew Orphan Asylum at 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street and 
Manhattan Avenue was discredited yester- 
day by both the officers of the asylum and 
the health ‘authorities. There have been 
three cases of scarlatina and two of measles 


among the younger children within the last 
two weeks, all of which have been isolated. 
Every precaution was taken to prevent the 
spread of the diseases. 

“The cases are all slight,” said Superin- 
tendent Baar yesterday, ‘‘and there is ab- 
solutely no danger. None of the children 
taken ill attended school outside, and so if 
there is any apprehension among parents in 
this vicinity it may be dismissed at once 
as groundless. .The children il] with scar- 
latina were removed by the Board of Health 
authorities to their hospital.

THE W.-C. T. U. CONVENTION. 


Resolutions Against the Federal Inter 
nal Revenue Laws and Army Can- 
teens—Female Suffrage Favored. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 16.—The last day 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union Convention showed a decided de- 
crease in the attendance. The following 
resolutions were among the important 
measures favored by the delegates: 

“The income to the General Government 
from the revenue received from manufact- 
urers and dealers in intoxicating drinks 
deadens the public conscience to the evils 
of the business and makes distillers, brew- 
ers, and saloon Keepers arrogant and dicta- 
torial to the Government on the ground of 
their being its benefactors. We therefore 
condemn these revenues as corruptors of 
the public conscience and a menace to our 
republican form of government. 

“We condemn the revenue by the Gen- 
eral Government from the gale of intoxi- 
cating liquors for beverage purposes in such 
localities where such sale is prohibited by 
law, because it encourages the holders of 
these receipted tax bills, who constitute a 
class of habitual criminals, to violate State 
and municipal law. 

“We protest against soldiers being de- 
tailed as bartenders and the use of blood 
money for hospital supplies, and we call 
upon the Chief Executive and the General 
Government to abolish this system. To this 
end we urge the passage of the Ellis bill, 
now pending in the United States Congress, 
prohibiting the sale of liquor on all grounds 
or buildings owned or controlled by the 


Government, and we urge the passage of a 
law prohibiting the sale of liquor in our new 
ossessions and in all territory that shall 

e acquired by us. 

‘We reaffirm our oft-repeated conviction 
that the prohibition of the liquor traffic is 
the only solution of the temperance prob- 
lem, and insist that true patriotism de- 
mands a united, determined effort which 
shall not cease until prohibition is engrossed 
in the Constitution of every State in the 
Union and in the Federal Constitution in 
Washington. ‘ 

“ Whereas, ‘God created man in His own 
image, maie and female, and gaye them 
dominion,’ therefore resolved, that we be- 
lieve in the equal right of both to hold opin- 
ions and express the same in home and on 
on platform. in the pulpit and at the ballot 
ox.”’ 

The other resolutions indorsed interna- 
tional arbitration, temperance, education, 
living wages, and purity of life. 

The last of the Temple was heard at the 
morning session when Mrs. Matilda B. 
Carse of Illinois, who for nineteen years 
has been President of the Woman’s Temper- 
ance Publishing Association, made her last 
report from that affiliated organization and 
then, laying aside her report, delivered a 
brief farewell to those with whom she had 
so long been associated. In a dramatic 
scene on the front of the stage she clasped 
hands with Mrs. Stevens and Miss Gordon, 
beside Miss Willard’s vacant chair, and, as 
they stood with tearful eyes and lips smil- 
ing their happiness over the peaceful ending 
of the one bitter fight of the convention, the 
photographer who had just come in to take 
a picture of the general officers, caught the 
group in the camera.

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MORE BLAME FOR SHAFTE 


Army Officers Ascribe Lack of Pre- 
vision at Santiago to 
His Orders. 


INVESTIGATORS COMING HERE 


President’s Commission Announces that 
It Will Begin Taking Testimony 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
To-morrow Morning. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Gen. Dodge an- 
mounced at the close of to-day’s session of 
the War Investigating Commission that the 
commission would leave here at 11 o’clock 
to-morrow night for New York. While in 
that city, the Fifth Avenue Hotel will be 
the commission’s headquarters, and meet- 
ings will be held there, the first beginning 
Friday at 10 A. M. * 

Major La Garde continued his testimony 
to-day concerning the conduct of the war 
from a medical point of view. He spoke 
first of the yellow fever hospital at Siboney, 
which was under his charge in a general 
way. He did not have the complete records 
before him, but he was sure that the mor- 
tality in this hospital did not exceed 8 per 
cent. There might, however, have been some 
suffering in individaul cases on account of 
the insufficiency of supplies and for want 
of expert nursing. 

Dr. Conner asked whether the contingency 
of yellow fever could not have been pro- 
vided against, inquiring whether, in the 
mwitness’s judgment, it should not have been 
known by the Surgeon General that under 


the circumstances there would be an out-: 


break of fever. 

“He should have known that such were 
the probabilities, and everybody should have 
known that such were the chances in send- 
ing an army into an infected region in the 
Summer season,” Dr. La Garde replied. 
“ Evidently the Surgeon General did foresee 
what would happen, and his words on this 


subject, written before the expedition set 
out, and giving warning against the in- 
vasion at the time it was undertaken, read 
like prophecy.” 


IMMUNE NURSES NOT SUPPLIED. 


The witness added that under these cir- 
cumstances he could not understand why 
more complete provision should not have 
been made for supplying immune nurses, 
and he did not know but that the corps Sur- 
geon had asked for this assistance in ad- 


vance; he knew only that they had not 
been adequately provided. Apparently, how- 
ever, the army depended upon the yellow 
fever expert to say when yellow fever would 
break out. However, it must be said that 
the yellow fever was very mild, and it came 
to be dreaded less than typhoid. As a con- 
ee the mortality among the sick in 
Cuba was less than among those left in the 
United, States. 

Dr. La Garde expressed the opfnion that 
if the soldiers had been fully equipped there 
would have been less sickness among them, 
and he thought that much of the trouble 
Was due to the fact that the soldiers were 
compelled to Ne out on the ground without 
cover. 

Capt. H. W. Ireland, who was associated 
with Dr. La Garde as a surgeon and execu- 
tive officer in the Siboney hospital, said that 
he had gone to Cuba on the Saratoga, but 
had not been able to land for six days; why, 
he did not know. The hospital at Siboney 
had been sufficiently well supplied for about 
200 patients except in the matter of cots, of 
which there were not to exceed fifty. Pa- 
tients in excess of this number were com- 
pelled to lie on their blankets on the ground 
for the first week of the hospital’s history. 

Speaking of the Concha, concerning which 
there has been considerable criticism, he 
said he had supervised the provisioning of 
that vessel, and he was'sure that it had re- 
ceived all the supplies necessary—at least, 
there had been no complaint before leaving, 
and he had taken it for granted that she 
had all that was required. He did not know 
of any ships coming north without medical 
officers and attendants, yet the convales- 
cents were expected to look after them- 
Selves on the trip. 


“ HAPHAZARD BMBARKATION,.” 


Col. W. J. Jacobs, who was Chief Quarter- 
master of the Fifth Corps at Tampa and 
in Cuba, testified that Gen. Humphrey had 
been in charge of the embarkation of troops 
at Tampa, and that no order specifying 


wtat vessels the different commands were 
to occupy had been issued. In reply to a 
question from Gov. Beaver he said the em- 
barkation had been a haphazard affair—‘“‘de- 
cidedly so.””’ He also thought there was a 
great deficiency in the provisions for dis- 
embarkation, as only two lighters were pro- 
viled and one of those was iost on the way 
over. 

Col. Jacobs had charge of the transporta- 
tion facilities at Santiago, and he expressed 
the opinion that there was not a sufficient 
number of wagons. Gen. Shafter’s first 
order-had been to take only fifty wagons. 
When Gen. Miles went to Tampa he doubled 
the number; but even this order did not se- 
cure a sufficient number. He knew no rea- 
son for not sending more except that there 
Was no means of getting them from Tampa 
to Santiago. 

Gen. McCook developed an animated epi- 
sode by asking if there were any reasons 
why the cooking utensils and camp equi- 
page of troops should not have been for- 
warded from Daiquiri to the troops in the 


field. 

“There was no reason,’’ Col. Jacobs re- 
plied, ‘“‘except that Gen. Shafter’s orders 
forbade.”’ 

Continuing, he said that the order was 
most positive. It did not specify what 
should not be forwarded, but it was most 
specific in providing that only forage and 
rations should be forwarded. Gen. Shafter’s 
orders to this effect were written, and the 
General had given him strict verbal in- 
structions to see that the orders were ob- 
served. The food had been sent to the 
front cooked, but he thought the men 
should have hed some facilities for cook- 
ing. The order had never been changed 
during the month he remained at Daiquiri. 


BLAME LAID ON SHAFTER. 


Dr. Conner asked whether orders had 
been given to leave all the hospital equip- 
ments behind at Tampa, and Col. Jacobs 
responded that it was his impression such 


was the case. He had personal knowledge 
wuat Gen. Shafter had given such an order 
concerning the ambulances. 

“It was expected that there would be an 
engagement, was it not?’’ asked the doctor. 

** Certainly,’’ responded the Colonel. ‘‘ We 
went down there to fight.’’ 

“Then, should there not have been some 
provision for taking care of the wounded?”’ 

“T should say that these things should 
have been taken along.” 

“Then,” continued Dr. Conner, “the 
Medical Department was left in the air, 
and the Quartermaster’s Department is re- 
sponsible? ”’ 

“The Quartermaster’s Department could 
not have been responsible. We were acting 
under orders. I will swear that Gen. 
Shafter told me not to take the ambulances, 
though I do not recall that there were any 
distinct orders in regard to hospital equip- 
ments.”’ 

Dr. Edward L. Munson, who for a time 
was on duty at Tampa and in Cuba, being 
for a while on the Olivette, and also Adju- 
tant to Gen. Pope, Chief Surgeon of the 
Fifth Corps, said he had understood that 
requisitions were promptly approved, and 
that: all the difficulty there was in getting 
medicines and supplies was due to the lack 
of transportation. Each regiment had been 
expected to take the supplies that would be 
necessary. There were no orders to leave 
any of the medical supplies except the am- 
bulances at Tampa. The Medical Depart- 
ment had to rely upon its own energies. As 
@ result there were medical supplies which 


thad never been Janded. So far as he could | 


determine the Quartermaster’s Department 
had made no effort to assist the Medical 
Department, leaving it entirely to {ts own 
devices. The actual necessities were met 
by the Medical Department, but if the 
fighting had continued for several days he 
did not believe it would have been possible 
for the department to have taken care of 
the wounded—at least not until the arrival 
of the Relief on the &th of July. He knew 
that Dr. Pope had protested against sailing 
until supplies which had been ordered could 


be received. 
THE MONTAUK POINT CAMP. 


Capt. Jonathan N. Patton, who, as Assist- 
@nt Quartermaster, had made the contracts 
for the construction of the Quartermas- 
ter’s and Commissary buildings for Camp 
Wikoff at Montauk Point, gave the partic- 


ulars of this transaction and other occur- 
rences at that camp. The buildings were 
completed within eight days, but not before 
@upplies began to arrive. He also said the 
amp was not entirely ready for the troops 


when they began to arrive, the time not 
being sufficient. 

Capt. Patton was also Depot Quartermas- 
ter, and he said that all requisitions, except 
possibly in trivial matters, were promptly 
filled. ‘‘I do not remember a single solitary 
thing that was not furnished as soon as it 
was asked for, even without requiring a re- 
ceipt for it,’’ he said. 

he witness said there had been a great 
deal of injustice in thegcriticism in the 
newspapers concerning the delay of sick 
men at the depots going off on furloughs. 
“There was no neglect in this matter,’ he 
said, ‘‘and no more discemfort than is 
necessary in removing sick men.” 'The men 
were provided with seats and cots while 
they waited, Capt. Patton said that while 
there had been some delays on the one rail- 
road going into camp, these had not been 
material, and he thought the road had done 
very well for a single track line. Transpor- 
tation papers had been furnished promptly 
by his office, and if men had to stand in 
line for hours in order to get these docu- 
ments he had no knowledge of the fact. 

Dr. Conner read a letter from Dr. For- 
wood to the Surgeon General complaining 
of the felay in getting lumber for the hos- 
pitals, but the witness said there was an 
abundance of lumber on hand, and there 
should have been no complaint. In reply to 
a question from Gen. McCook, Capt. Patton 
said that there had never been any effort 
on the part of his superior officers to dic- 
tate to him in the matter of letting con- 
tracts,

Col. Forwood, who was the chief 


medical officer at Montauk Point, testified- 


that his instryctions were to have on hand 
at all times tents, beds, &c., and repre- 
sentations that they were not there were 
not correct. There was, however, some 
lack of transportation facilities, and there 
was difficulty in getting supplies from the 
station, this fact being due largely to the 
limited capacity of the railroad depot. The 
hospitals were overcrowded at times, but 
cnly for a few hours. He asserted that 
“not for a minute ’ had patients remained 
outside the hospitals without protection 
from the weather, though there were times 
when cots were not on hand. in these 
cases the patients were laid on hair mat- 
tresses spread on the tent floors. 


THE CROWDED HOSPITALS. 


Dr. Forwood said that much of the crowd- 
ing of the hospital was due to the fact that 
many soldiers sought to gain admission as 
a means of getting a furlough home. This 
condition of affairs might have resulted 


in keeping deserving memout. ‘* We did not 
do much business with the letter pad,” 
said the witness; ‘“‘ we did not use the pen 
nor resort to red tape, but we got on our 
horses and went with a vim to do what 
was to be done.” 

* But,” said Dr. Conner, “those facts 
do not explain the other fact that there 
were occasions when the tents were over- 
crowded—when there were more sick. men 
than could be accommodated. What steps 
were taken to relieve this condition? ”’ 

Dr. Forwood—We increased the carpen- 
ters and the laborers generally, and if pos- 
sible would have increased the time. We 
redoubled our own personal. exertions, 
worked late at night, going through rain 
as well as shine. 

Dr. Conner—But how did it happen that 
after receiving an order early in August 
to get a thousand-bed hospital ready, in 
the latter part of that mon this had not 
been done, and there were sick soldiers 
who were not able to find hespital accom- 
modations? Whose fault was it—that of the 
Medical Department or the Quartermaster’s 
that such was the case? Surely somebody 
was at fault, and you, as the chief Surgeon 
of the camp, ought to be able to tell us 
who it was. 
- Dr. Forwood—No; you have not made 
a case vet. Our first order was for a 500- 
bed hospital, and after that for another 
of the same capacity. But by the time you 
speak of we had not only room for 1,000 
beds, but for 2,000. 

Dr. Conner—Even then you had not suffi- 
cient tentage. 

Dr. Forwood—Not to cover the whole 
earth, but we had all that was necessary 
to cover the sick; there was never a mo- 
ment when we did not have tents there to 
put up.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The United 
States Government is anxious that the mil- 
itary forces shall have possession of the 
port of Cienfuegos, on the southern coast 
of Cuba, as soon as this can be arranged. 
It has been represented to the officials here 


that the vast sugarcane fields in the Prov- 
ince of Santa Clara, Cienfuegos being the 
port of entry for that province, are almost 
ripe and ready for cutting, and that imple- 
ments for the work and oxen for hauling 
the teams should be sent into the district 
as soon as possible. The United States, 
in order that these may be given prompt 
admission, desires control of the port. The 
sugar plantations in active operation would 
Se employment to: many destitute Cu- 
ans. 


Feast of Havana’s Patron Saint. 


HAVANA, Nov. 16—This is the feast of 
San Cristobal, the patron saint of Havana, 
and the chapel opposite the palace, where 
the first mass here was celebrated, and 


which is opened once a year in honor of the 
saint, was visited this mornings by large 
crowds of people. A pontifical mass was 
celebrated at the Cathedral, the Bishop of 
Santander officiating. Capt. Gen. Blanco 
and his staff and the highest Spanish mili- 
tary, naval, and civil authorities were pres- 
ent. The palace was brilliantly illuminated 
last night. 


“Keenest Sorrow” of Blanco’s Life. 


MADRID, Nov. 16.—Capt. Gen, Blanco ina 
letter to Senator Tinado says: ‘‘ The keen- 
est sorrow of my life is surrendering Cuba, 
with an army of 150,000 men and 200 guns, 
to an enemy who claims to have conquered 
Cuba while we are possessed of such re- 
sources.”’

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Nov. 16.—Private 
Mudd, colored, of the Twenty-fourth In- 
fantry, has been arrested for throwing a 
lighted lamp at a woman The woman 
shot at him three times, missing him. 

In a general row in the colored quarters 
of this city three soldiers were shot, viz., 


L. Fontenough, H. Mitchell, and William 
Saunders. Each of them will recover. The 
shooting was done by Corp. Scott of Com- 
pany E, who was arrested. 

At the fort in a general fight with razors 
and knives several of the soldiers were 
badly slashed and were brouglit before a 
court-martial and dismissed the service.

The President to be Asked to Order 
the Removal of Negro Sol- 
diers from Cuba. 2 


SANTIAGO, Nov. 16.—To-day Gen. Wood 
issued notices, printed in both Spanish and 
English, calling attention to his offer of 
$1,000 in Spanish gold as a reward for in- 
formation leading to the conviction of the 
negro soldiers concerned in the brawl at 
San Luis Monday night, when six persons 
were killed. Circulars in English were sent 
in large quantities to the negro regiments at 
San Luis. The American Military Governor 
says he intends to leave no stone unturned 
in his efforts to bring the guilty to justice. 

The Cuban Society of Santiago is prepar- 
ing a petition to President McKinley ask- 
ing for the removal of the colored regiments 
as well as for the punishment of all con- 
cerned in Monday night’s affray. American 
military officials here are unanimous in re- 
garding negro volunteers, especially when 
officered by men of their own race, as in- 
efficient, not to say dangerous. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The following 
cablegram from Gen. Wood relating to the 
San Luis brawl was received to-night by, 
the War Department: 


Affair reported by newspapers at San Luis not 
important. Row between drunken negro soldiers 
and Cuban police. Soldiers in wrong. Will be 
detected and punished. Their camps been ordered 
moved greater distance from town. Gen. Ewer 
instructed to take most rigid measures to insure 
absolute quiet in future. 


The department officials are satisfied that 
Gen. Wood will deal with the affair satisfac- 
torily and express no apprehension of un- 
pleasent consequences. 


Relief Work in Puerto Rico to Stop. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—The National 
Relief Committee to-day decided to discon- 
tinue relief work in Puerto Rico on Dec. 1, 


the Government now being in a position to 
do all the necessary relief work there itself. 
Should there be a renewal of hostilities 
agents of the commission will be assigned 
to every camp. The work of caring for the 
families of soldiers who are sick, either at 
home or in a hospital, will be continued in- 
definitely. 


British Oppose Protection in Cuba. 


LONDON, Nov.g16.—The Foreign Office 
to-day, replying to a memorial from the 
Birmingham Chamber of Commerce asking 


if steps had been taken to’induce the United 
States not to impose protective duties in 
Cuba, promised that every effort would be 
made to secure protection for British trade. 


THE QUESTION OF EXPANSION. 


Col. Clarke of the Home Market Club 
Discusses It from the Standpoint 
of a Protectionist. 


BOSTON, Nov. 16.—At the annual meet- 
ing of the Home Market Club, held here 
to-day, Col. Albert Clarke, Secretary of the 
club, in his annual report discussed the 
question of expansion from an economical 
standpoint. In the course of his report he 
said: 

“On Oct. 19, at the quarterly meeting of 
our officers, all the New England States 
being represented, there were many strong 
expressions of personal opinion against the 
policy Known as National expansion, and 
there was no expression in its favor. Some 
think our opposition is because expansion 
and protection will not be good yokefel- 
lows. That will depend upon how the ntjyv 
acquisitions are treated. 

“If they are helped to independence, as i 
think they should be, or are governed as 
colonies, as those not able to govern them- 
selves ought to be, if the Constitution will 
permit, tariffs may be maintained between 
them and us which will reasonably protect 
both, and at the same time give reciprocal 
preference. 


“But if they are annexed and made a. 


part of our country, the provision in Sec- 
tion 8, Article I., of the Constitution, that 
all duties, imposts, and excises shall be 
uniform throughout the United States, and 
the provision in Section 9, that no tax or 
duty shall be laid on articles exported from 
any State, which has been held to apply 
also to territories, may have the effect to 
practically introduce free trade in such 
articles as sugar, tobacco, hemp, fruits, and 
various ores, and all other goods produced 
in the annexed regions, and as it is impos- 
sible to bring working people in these coun- 
tries up to the American standard, their 
annexation would seem to expose our in- 
dustrial population to unrestrained compe- 
tition with low prices and ill-conditioned 
and coolie labor. 

“If we must have an expansion policy, 
and it must take a form of annexation and 
territorial government, how can the party 
which has always favored protection to 
American labor ever again look a working- 
man in the face? e 

‘We do not oppose, but we favor, the 
finding of foreign markets. We are gain- 
ing them constantly. Hitherto the conquest 
has been peaceful. The best of them are 
in countries which are self-governed, and 
for which we have to assume no respon- 
sibility and bear no expense. We can con- 
tinue to increase our trade in those coun- 
tries, but we can gain vastly more by pre- 
serving the conditions of domestic prosper- 
ity and cultivating the home market with 
equal care. Let us do both.”’ 


IF DEWEY HAD LEFT MANILA. 


Lemuel E. Quigg Says There Would 
Have Been No Colonial Expan- 
sion Problems. 


Lemuel E. Quigg told the members of the 
Nineteenth Century Club, in Delmonico’s, 
last hight that if Admiral Dewey had left 
Manila Bay immediately after he had de- 
stroyed the Spanish fleet the people of 
this country would not now be worrying 
about the problems of expansion. ‘‘ And I 
believe,”” added Mr. Quigg, ‘“‘ that Dewey 
would have left Manila Bay promptly un- 
der orders from Washington if that cable 
had not been cut.’’ 

Arrangements had been made by the 
Lecture Committee of the Nineteenth Cent- 
ury Club for a discussion last evening of 
the question, ‘‘ What Shall Be the Policy 
of the United States in Relation to Colo- 
nial Expansion?’’ United States Senator 
George .L. Wellington of Maryland and 
Gen. Stewart L. oodford were to have 
been the speakers. Neither of them ap- 
peared, and Gen. Wager Swayne, William 
Dodsworth, Mr. Quigg, and John De Witt 
Warner were introduced instead. Gen. 
Swayne was opposed to colonial expansion 
and the legal forms by which foreign terri- 
tory could be acquired by this country. He 
said that such acquisitions could only be 
brought about under the treaty making 
power conferred by the Constitution on the 
Senate. Mr. Quigg subsequently called at- 
tention to the fact that Hawaii was made 
a part of the territory of the United States 
by an act of Congress, originating in the 
lower house. 

William Dodsworth read a long paper in 
favor of the United States taking the Phil- 
ippine Islands entire as a basis for the 
‘building up and protection of its natural 
commercial interests in the Far East. 


COMSTOCK LODE TO BE DRAINED. 


Special Pipe for Pumping Out the 
Mines Ordered in Pennsylvania. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 16.-George R. 
Field, representing the Risdon Iron and Lo- 
comotive Works of San Francisco, Cal., who 
came to Mididletown yesterday, has con- 
tracted with the American Tube and Iron 
Company there for a large amount of special 
pipe, to be used for the purpose of pumping 
out the Comstock Lode at Virginia City, 
Nevada. 

The Comstock Lode embraces fifteen 
mines that once paid large dividends, but 
which have been flooded for years past, ne- 
cessitating suspension of all operations. 
These mines will now be drained to a depth 
of Eg feet.

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Seventy-first Regiment Physician 
Reveals Medical Secrets. 


MANY INDIGNITIES SUFFERED 


Major Bell Says His Hospital Corps 
Was Robbed of Its Men to 
Serve the Regulars. 


Major William Duffield Bell, Surgeon of 
the Seventy-first Regiment, New York Vol- 
unteers, has completed his report for the 
War Department. It is the official record 
of the regiment’s experiences throughout the 
war. Surgeon Bell is the son of Brig. Gen. 
William 8S, Bell of the army, and served in 
the regiment before it left the National 
Guard to go to Cuba. 

Surgeon Bell was assisted by Drs. Harry 
Eugene Stafford and James Stafford and a 
hospital corps of fifteen men. The medical 
equipment of the regiment was one of the 
finest in the service, and Dr. Bell had great 
hopes of achieving the best results, until 
June 13, when the regiment was at Tampa. 
Here he was dumfounded by the detaching 
of Capt. James Stafford to the Fourth In- 
fantry. On landing at, Siboney ten days 
later he lost thirteen men of his hospital 
corps, Who were ordered to duty at the hos- 
pital of the Fifth Army Corps. Another 
member of his corps was sent to the Twelfth 
Infantry to act as hospital steward. About 


July 8 Private Shepherd was detached for 
duty with a cavalry command, and it was 
on July 17 that the greatest indignity was 
heaped upon the Hospital Corps. This is 
what Dr. Bell has to say of the happenings 
of that day: 

On that day Hospital Steward Busby and 
Private Gu'‘llen were sent to the hospital at 
Siboney, where they were assigned to the duty 
of washing the dirty clothes of yellow fever 
patients. On being informed of this fact, I sent 
an, official communication to Col. pe, Chief 
Surgeon of the Fifth Army Corps, through 
Major Wood, Chief Surgeon of the First Di- 
vision. of the Fifth Army Corps, protesting 
aguinst their being assigned to such duty, espe- 
clally as .these men had greatly distinguished 
themselves during the three days’ battle at San 
Juan Heights, and had been specially mentioned 
in consequence in the report to the Chief Sur- 
geon of the division. It seemed almost a degra- 
dation for a non-commissioned officer to be com- 
pelled to do such work under the circumstances 
and not calculated to raise the self-respect of 
the men, as having with it the appearance of 
ee rather than of reward for good con- 

uct. 

At the request of Surgeon Bell, to make 
up for these depletions, the members of 
the drum corps were assigned to act as 
litter bearers when the regiment went into 
action at the battle of San Juan. Dr. Bell 
says that the hospital corps remained in 
the rear of the regiment until the fire of the 
enemy became so heavy that they had to 
retire 500 yards further, where men from 
all regiments had their wounds dressed. 
The fire of the Spaniards also made this 
place untenable, and the station was re- 
moved to the banks of the Aguadores River. 
Three of the drum corps who had acted as 
litter bearers were wounded, and many of 
the patients, the report says, received a sec- 
ond and even a third wound at the former 
dressing station. 

Dr. Bell says of the men’s coolness and 
courage at this time that he cannot speak 
too highly of it. He singles out Dr. H. E. 
Stafford for special compliment, and says 
that Hospital Steward Busby and Privates 
Gullien, Lucas, and Levy are also worthy of 
notice for gallant service along the line of 
fire while dressing and removing the 
wounded. 

The insufficiency of the surgical force 
at the battle comes in for severe criticism 
by Dr. Bell. Another great want was the 
scarcity of clothing and blankets. He says: 

Men were often taken from the operating table, 
and of necessity in many cases were laid upon 
the wet ground without shelter, and in the ma- 
jority of cases without even a blanket, and with 
little or no nourishment, for two awful days, un- 
til the Red Cross Society, under Miss Clara Bar- 


ton, appeared on the scene. 
With no intention to place the blame for the 


condition of things existing, it is only just to 
state that had some officers of the Commissary 
and Quartermaster’s Departments displayed the 
same zeal and enthusiasm as did Major Wood 
and his officers and men, such things need not 
have happened, and the poor sick and wounded 
sufferers would not have had to feel, as many did, 
that they were almost forgotten by God and man. 

Dr. Bell speaks of the inadequate means 
of transporting the wounded from the field 
of battle, but says that the insufficient sup- 
ply of medicines and food suitable for the 
sick furnished by the Government was one 
of the greatest evils the regiment had to 
contend with. ‘‘ There never was a suffi- 
cient supply of medicines,” he says, ‘ fur- 
nished by the Government, and even those 
furnished were not suitable in many cases 
to the diseases incidental to tropical life. 
Even at Lakeland and Tampa, he says, 
requisitions for — necessities were 

nl artially honored. 
‘ So creat was the lack of ambulances that 
Dr. Bell says that often a requisition for 
one to remove a very sick case to the hos- 
pital had to be repeated for days, and even 
a week had elapsed before one had respond- 
ed. “It was enough to try the most pa- 
tient to see the warehouses in Santiago 
filled with supplies of all kinds, and to have 
only a pittance doled out grudgingly to men 
whose sickness was mainly the famine fev- 
er, the result of unsanitary conditions and 
: food.” 

Oe Ot on lays great stress on the impo- 
tence of medicines without good food, say- 
ing: ‘‘ Without proper food medical skill is 
useless, and those who survived the awful 
days of San Juan Heights met the almost 
equally awful days at Camp Wikoff, where 
for nearly twenty-five hours after landing 
men sick and starving languished without

eaking of the scarcity of food in Cuba 
pr Bell Sia: “Never during the stay of 
the regiment in Cuba was anything like a 
full ration issued to the men, nor was that 
ration as issued suitable. The issuing of 
green coffee to the men in the trenches was 
wrong, where the only means of roasting 
it was the small tin plate of the mess kit. 

The men of the Seventy-first have often 
complained that they were made to dig 
trenches for the regular army at Santiago. 
This will throw light upon the following 
passage from Dr. Bell’s report: 

It was not until about the 20th of July that 
fresh bread, fresh meat, onions, and potatoes 
reached the men; the men at this time were ill- 
fed and already worn out by the arduous labors 
of digging trenches, and to which, in the case 
of the Seventy-first Regiment, was added the 
dificult and unhealthy occupation of road build- 
ing, when the native Cubans could have been 
utilized for this purpose. This proceeding was, in 
the opinion of medical men, an unwise and dan- 
gerous undertaking. It is not surprising there- 
fore that without proper food, exposed to all 
that was unsanitary, and laboring under the hot 
sun, with the injunction put upon their com- 
manding officer to ‘‘ work those men until they 
drop,’” by a young engineer officer of the reg- 
ular army, it is not surprising that many of the 
men sickened and gave out under such condi- 
tions. : 

Dr. Bell scores the officers in charge of 
the hospitals at Camp Wikoff, and says 
that it was a matter of personal observa- 
tion by him that medicines refused to one 
medical officer were given immediately 
after to another, thus showing to him that 
things went by favoritism there. 


NEW CANAAN’S MURDER CASE. 
Body of Mrs. Andsswan Found Buried 
in a Pig Pen. 


NEW CANAAN, Conn., Nov. 16.—To-day’s 
developments in the suspected murder and 
suicide case, which came to light late yes- 
terday, has only confirmed the first belief, 
that Mrs. Anderson was murdered by her 
farm hand, Fred) Hahman, who later fired 
the house and barp and then hanged him- 
self. 

The body of the murdered woman was 
found shortly before noon to-day by one 
of the posse of citizens who were searching 
for the remains. Dogs were discovered dig- 
ging in the pig pen, and they attracted the 
attention of D. P. Osborn. Others came to 
his assistance, and soon unearthed the body 
of a woman. It was badly decomposed and 
the throat had been cut from ear to ear. 
By the clothing the body has been positive- 
ly identified as that of Mrs. Anderson. 

The remains were taken to Undertaker 
Hall’s morgue, at New Canaan, where the 
body of the farm hand now lies. The the- 
ory advanced is that Mrs. Anderson was 


murdered while asleep or drugged. She is 
reputed to have been worth $60,000.

Army of Speculators Disappointed at 
the Public Sale at New Haven. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Novy. 16.—The pub- 
lic sale of tickets for the Yale-Harvard foot- 
ball game began at 9 o’clock this morning, 
and inside of fifteen minutes the 300 or more 
seats on the end stands and on the newly 
built ones in corners were disposed of, going 
in lots of two and three tickets to each pur- 
chaser. 

A small army of speculators was on hand, 
ready to gobble up lots of ten, as they had 
expected that first comers would be served 
with as many as asired for. Every supposed 
speculator, however, was tabooed by a spot- 
ter, and the ticket seller refused them seats 
in turn. They Were very insistent, and it 


required the assistance of a police officer to 
handle’ them. 

Some of them borrowed text books, and 
with these in plain sight came in and, on 
the plea of being students in the profession- 
al schools, claimed the right to purchase. 
The dodge failed, and they resorted to open- 
ly offering a bonus of 50 cents on any tick- 
ets sold to them by students or others who 
had managed to secure any. 

Very few tickets have thus far gotten into 
their hands, and. these are offered at fabu- 
lous prices, with few takers, as it is be- 
lieved that the management has another lot 
on hand, aS was the case last year, and 
that the speculators will be Posies in hard 
luck unless they dispose of their acquisi- 
tions before Thursday night. 

Never before at a Yale-Harvard game has 
the demand been so great for seats despite 
the 2,600 extras added this year.

Conference Held to Plan a Revision 
of the Cireuit of Clubs. 


A special meeting of the Eastern League 
of baseball clubs was held at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of making plans for revising the cir- 
cuit at the annual meeting, which will be 
held in this city Dec. 7.

MUCH SICKNESS IN HAWAII. 


Two Hundred New York Soldiers Are 
Ill and Three Have Died There 
Recently. 


HONOLULU, Nov. 9.—There are to-day 
neariy 300 patients under treatment at the 
various State hospital camps.

New Yorkers are on the sick list. Still con- 
ditions are improving. About 20 per cent.

It has taken the President’s investi- 
gating commission an unconscionably 
long time to reach a witness who has in- 
formation to account, in a reasonable de- 
gree, for much of confusion, neglect of 
care of the health and comfort of the 
troops, and for a vast deal of incompe- 
tence in the army. The production of 
Major Gen. J. C. BRECKINRIDGE as a wit-

“As a matter of fact.” said Gen. BRECK- 
INRIDGE most pointedly, ‘this commis- 
sion is now doing what the Inspector 
General should have done three months 


But the Inspector General three 
months ago would have done the work 
more intelligently; and with the support 
of a competent Secretary of War and an 
Adjutant General who was not ambitious 
unduly to broaden hs authority and in- 
fluence, he might have been the means 
of saving the lives of men sacrificed to 
preventable disease.

THE TRADE OF PUERTO RICO. 

Puerto Rico being at present in the 
military occupation of the United States, 
the regulations of its trade and commerce 
are naturally contided to the War De- 
partment. The rules for carrying them 
on are devised and promulgated by the 
President in his capacity as Commander 
in Chief. Of course the regulations are 
merely provisional, and will remain in 
force only until Congress can act upon a 
possession which constitutes an anomaly 
in our history. 

But the very power of making regula- 
tions upon his own sole responsibility 
ought to make the President especially 
circumspect. It seems that he has shown 
much circumspection about the provis- 
ional tariff in Cuba, and has sent down a 
supposed tariff expert to advise him upon 
the conditions of Cuban trade. With re- 
gard to Puerto Rico it may fairly be said 
that he had no time for circumspection. 
This was a very good reason for modera- 
tion. In fact, however, extreme and rad- 
ical ground was taken at once upon an 
important question of Puerto Rican 
trade. The result is likely to be of mate- 
rial injury to that trade, and of even 
more serious moral injury to the United 
States. 

By a stroke of the pen the President 
extends our obsolete and exclusive navi- 
gation laws to our new possession. The 
very first of the customs regulations pro- 
mulgated for Puerto Rico lays down that 
“trade between ports of the United 
States and all ports or places in Puerto 
Rico in control of the United States, and 
trade between ports or places in Puerto 
Rico in control of the United States, shall 
be carried on in registered vessels of the 
United States and in no others.” Mer- 
chandise transported in disregard of this 
regulation is subject to forfeiture, and 
every passenger so transported to a pen- 
alty of $250 exacted from the owners of 
the vessel. 

Now this regulation simpiy operates 
as a temporary paralysis of the trade o 
Puerto Rico with the United States, while 
it is itself but a temporary measure. That 
is a quite sufficient condemnation of it 
on commercial grounds. All the trade 
that has been done between Puerto Rico 
and the United States has been done in 
British or in Spanish bottoms. There 
may be a few Puerto Rican vessels en- 
gaged in the coasting trade, but we have 
forbidden them to engage in it any long- 
er. The lines of steamers which have 
been permitted to ply between the island 
and New York under Spanish rule are 
forbidden to ply under American rule, 
while of course there are no available 
American steamers owned by Americans 
to replace them. The regulation is an in- 
terdiction. The effect of it will be to 
drive all the trade with Puerto Rico to 
other than American ports, to ports to 
and from which foreign steamers are 
permitted to ply. The thing is absurd, 
monstrous, and inconceivable. But, for 
the time being, it is the law. 

But, as we have said, the material in- 
jury is not so important as the moral 
damage. We have a common interest 
with England in the Far East and else- 
where, the interest of “the open door.”’ 
Yet our first act, upon coming into pos- 
session of a colonial dependency, is to 
confine its trade with us to our own ves- 
sels and to break up commercial rela- 
tions established under Spanish rule. We 
revert from the British method of colo- 
nial government to the Spanish, and we 
do so at the expense of our own mer- 
chants. If we are to keep on, upon this 
theory of imperialism, East and West, 
we shall be regarded as a worse nuisance 
and a more formidable obstacle to com- 
merce and civilization than Spain her- 
self. No wonder that there have already 
come from England emphatic expressions 
of disgust with a policy which cuts off 
from British steamship lines business 
which Spain permitted them to do and 
which we forbid them to do, though we 
have no lines of our own to do it. It is 
the policy of the dog in the manger. 


NEW JERSEY AND SMITH. 


It has been made apparent for six years 
in succession, or ever since JAMES SMITH 
was elected in New Jersey to be a Sena- 
tor of the United States, that the people 
who enabled him to reach political emi- 
nence either overestimated his fitness or 
ability for leadership or that his course 
at Washington fell short of the expecta- 
tions created at the time cf his election 
to the United States Senate. 

Mark the decline of the Democratic 
Party in New Jersey under his undisput- 
ed leadership for the years since 1892. 
In that year Gov. WERTs, Democrat, was 
chosen by a lead of 7,625 votes, and the 
Legislature that made Mr. SMITH a Sen- 
ator consisted of 26 Republicans and 55 
Democrats on joint ballot. In one short 
year the State was so far weaned from 
the Democratic leadership of SMITH and 
those who supported his notions of what 


was best for the party in the State that’ 


the Legislature chosen in part in 1893 
stood 51 to 30 for the Republicans. The 
Democratic voters still asserted them- 
selves, in 1894, by their support of Dem- 
ocratic candidates for the House of Rep- 
resentatives, but the Legislature chosen 
held but a beggarly 11 Democrats to 70 
Republicans—an eloquent rebuke to the 
maleficent leadership of the “ boss.” 
The voice that spoke in the State in 
1894 was heard again in 1895, when Gov. 
GRIGGs was elected, and SMITH’s course 
at Washington contributed to increase 
the growing dissatisfaction with him and 
with his party. The wickedness and 
weakness of the Senator, and the provok- 
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ing imbecility of his party at Chicago in 
1896, brought the climax. McKINLEY car- 
ried by 87,692 the State that had three 
times in succession given its Electoral 
vote to Mr. CLEVELAND, and the Legis- 
lature held but 7 Democrats in both 
houses to 74 Republicans. The Congres- 
sional delegation was solidly Republican. 

Senator SMITH, more eager for rehabili- 
tation in 1898 than he had been during 
his Senatorial term to inspire confidence 
by his course at Washington and at 
home, is said to have expended all his 
time and liberally of his fortune in the 
recent campaign to revive the confidence 
once held in New Jersey in the cardinal 
principles or sound Democracy. But 
it appears that the majority in the Legis- 
lature is one that will return not SMITH, 


-but a Republican. 


The lesson to New Jersey Democrats, 
enforced by the assistance of protesting 
Democratic votes against misrepresenta- 
tion and blind leadership, is that the 
tendency to recovery, indicated by gains 
in the Legislature and in the Congres- 
sional delegation, can be helped by the 
permanent retirement of Senator SmiITu 
from the position of leader of his party. 
His record at Washington was, to say 
the least, equivocal in a critical period; 
his political management of his party in 
the State, during successive campaigns 
for six years, has been a series of blun- 
dering failures and deserved defeats. 


BRYAN AND GROSVENOR. 

Gen. CHARLES H. GROSVENOR, a Repub- 
lican from Ohio, now of the Fifty-fifth 
Congress, and happy in the fact of his 
election to the Fifty-sixth, makes some 
vivacious remarks, with illustrative fig- 
ures, that look very interesting side by 
side with Col. W1LL1AM J. BRYAN’s com- 
ments, made at Lincoln, upon election- 
day results. 

Gen. GROSVENOR oddly enough dis- 


“agrees with Col. BRYAN when the Ohio 


figuremaker admits that the Republicans 
ough to have been beaten to be consist- 
ent with an immemorial tendency against 
an Administration in the middle of the 
President’s term, Col. BRYAN says now 
that he felt otherwise, and that Repub- 
lican success is to be attributed to a gen- 
eral desire to uphold the Administration 
for having concluded a successful war. 

Col. Bryan looks beyond the election 
applause and the Congressional bouquet 
thrown at the Administration. He says 
that “the vital economic questions” of 
the Chicago platform were simply put 
aside for a retrial in 1900. And Gen. 
GROSVENOR directs unpleasant attention 
to the fact that in those States where the 
Democrats most coldly and conspicuously 
put aside the Chicago silver declarations 
they have made their most considerable 
gains, 

Again, Gen. GROSVENOR makes it ap- 
pear that Col. BRYAN does not agree with 
Senator J. K. Jones, the manager of the 
Democratic Party of the Chicago stripe. 
For Senator JONEs, as pointed out by 
GROSVENOR, took the trouble, in the heat 
of a campaign in which BRYAN says the 
chief issue was that “a Republican defeat 
would discredit the President in the eyes 
of foreign nations,” to install “ one HarR- 
VEY, a special advocate of free silver, to 
be general manager of the future. cam- 
paigns of the party.” 

It is evident that Gen. GROSVENOR has 
read the newspapers and that Col. BRYAN, 
while nursing a “ military lockjaw,” has 
lost touch with Jones and unconsciously 
surrendered to the influence in the army 
of a preponderating sympathy with the 
aims of the Administration. He seems to 
be quite unconscious that one of the most 
fascinating expressions of the Chicago 
platform was a defiant contempt for “‘ the 
consent of any other nation,” and that 
he has acknowledged the defeat of the 
silver party and candidates in a conflict 
won in order that foreign opposition to 
the Administration and people of the 
United States should not be provoked. 

IS IT A PROSPECTING PARTY? 

Not very long ago, and soon after 
Lieut. Col. FRANK J. HECKER, Assistant 
Quartermaster General, United States 
Army, was sent to Cuba by Secretary 
ALGER for the announced purpose of se- 
lecting camp sites for the army of occu- 
pation from the United States, a report 
was sent to Washington, purporting to 
come from him and declaring that for 
military reasons it was advisable that 
the United States Government construct 
a line of railway from, one end of Cuba 
to the other, with branches to the princi- 
pal cities on the coasts. Col. HECKER has 
since returned to Washington, and he has 
evidently not permitted this subject, 
packed with possib‘lities of a new Crédit 
Mobilier scandal, to be lost sight of. In 
a report made by Special Commissioner 
RoBERT P. PoRTER, in which is elaborat- 
ed a scheme of tariff reductions aggre- 
gating about sixty millions of dollars an- 
nually, the Hecker recommendation is 
renewed. The military necessity of the 
railroad is not dwelt upon by Mr. Por- 
TER. The people of Cuba will be con- 
gratulated if Mr. DINGLEY will approve 
the lifting of so great a burden from 
their shoulders, but will the Congress 
sanction the construction of a railroad 
under the direction of Secretary ALGER’s 
friend and partner, Col. HECKER? By 
the way, HECKER has been so satisfac- 
tory to ALGER that he has been ordered 
back to Cuba, accompanied by a Captain 
of the Quartermaster’s Department, a 
stenographer, and a messenger, “ on offi- 
cial business under special instructions 
from the War Department.” It is just 
possible that having found all the camp 
sites necessary, this imposing party is 
bound for Havana as a party of promo- 
tion that will deserve plenty of publicity 
for its aims before they are officially ap- 
proved. 


No reader of this journal will accuse it 
of any lack of interest in the Anglo- 
American understanding. It is for that 
reason that we can afford to point out

that there may be expressions of interest 
in it and desire for it which are so effu- 
sive as to become undignified. “ Distinctly 
such an expression seems to us to have 
been the postponement, at the banquet 
of the Chamber of Commerce, of the first’ 
regular toast “To the President of the 
United States,’’ to the toast “To the 
Queen.” The reversal of the order was 
uncalled for and unwarranted. However 
desirous we may be of cultivating good 
relations with England, we are first of 
all Americans, and the toasts of the 
Chamber of Commerce dinner ought not 
to dissemble that truth. We have only 
to try to imagine at a British public din- 
ner at which there was a distinguished 
American guest a similar reversal of the 
accepted order to perceive that it would 
not be possible. We may also see what 
sort of an impression this gushing for- 
wardness must make upon sensible Eng- 
lishmen. “‘ Anglo-Saxon” as we may call 
ourselves, the Briton will remain a 
Briton and the American an American, 
and it is the part both of good sense and 
of self-respect to recognize that fact on 
both sides. 
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Speaker REED has already become a 
target in Washington for the shafts of 
narrow-minded and mistaken “ friends of 
the Administration ” who fancy that the 
President may in some way be embar- 
rassed because the occupant of the 
Speaker’s chatr is not fully in accord 
with the Administration in its policy of 
expansion. There is obviously prematur- 
ity in censuring and condemning Mr. 
REED to retirement from the office of 
Speaker for not fully sustaining a policy 
not yet declared, and possibly not yet 
thought out by the head of the Adminis- 
tration. It is certainly too early for the 
admirers of President McKINLEy to take 
alarm about the assumed operations of 
Mr. REEp’s mind and there is nothing in 
the record of Mr. ReeEp to justify real 
doubt about his loyalty to his party. 
Amid a House of Representatives full of 
pigmies this giant will be able to hold his 
own. 


Mr. CHAMBERLAIN in his speech at 
Manchester gave incidentally much the 
same explanation that Tue TimEs has 
already offered of the continuance of 
warlike preparations in England after 
the immediate occasion of them had been 
withdrawn. It is what Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN Called “‘a series of unfriendly acts 
perpetrated by France in various quar- 
ters of the globe during the last ten or 
fifteen years.’”’ There is unfortunately no 
denying that the policy of France to- 
ward England has been one of general 
“nagging ’’ and provocation. When Eng- 
land puts uv with French aggression, 
the French press declares that England 
is an effete coward. When England is 
roused to resist it the same press de- 
clares that she is a greedy bully. Plant- 
ing MARCHAND as a French flag directly 
in the path of the British advance and 
announcing an intention to keep him 
there was a characteristic French provo- 
cation of England. It succeeded perhaps 
beyond the expectation of its authors. It 
succeeded in determining England to 
clear up and settle a number of outstand- 
ing questions. That they should be set- 
tled promptly and once for all is desira- 
ble in the interest of the peace of the 
world. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Nobody should make the mistake of 
supposing, just because the telegraphic dis- 
patches have suddenly begun to include, al- 
most daily, accounts of cases in which 
“Christian Science’”’ has caused or has- 
tened death, that such homicides are more 
frequent now than they have been for years 
past. As a matter of fact, of course, ig- 
norance and superstition have not all at 
once changed from harmless to fatal. ‘They 
always have the same consequences, and 
the consequences of this particular craze 
made themselves manifest from the very 
day of its invention. Along with not a 
few cures of diseases for which no regular 
practitioner would have thought of using 
either drugs or surgery, there has been 
from the start a probably greater number 
of utter failures, usually ridiculous, but 
now and then tragical. Failures of the lat- 
ter sort are, indeed, more frequent at pres- 
ent than ever before, but this is owing to 
the increase in the number of believers in 
the miserable cult, and not to any myste- 
rious rise in their death rate. When 
“Christian Science ”’ first assumed the pro- 
portions of a ‘‘ movement” it naturally at- 
tracted the attention of the newspapers. 
The molehill of truth and the mountain of 
falsehood which formed its elements were 
then thoroughly surveyed, and after that, 
as the subject was a wearisome one to 
sane people. it ceased to get any notice 
save when the “scientists’’ committed 
some peculiarly atrocious crime. But the 
killing of HAROLD FREDERIC was a matter 
of direct personal interest to the whole 
English-reading world. It dragged out into 
the light of day the fungous mass that has 
been growing and spreading so rapidly in 
the cellars of society. A multitude of 
startled and disgusted observers have been 
forced to examine it, and they are compar- 
ing notes as preparation for destroying the 
dangerous product of darkness and inatten- 
tion. Hence is it that we are getting sto- 
ries from all over the country of sick peo- 
ple dying for want of ordinary care, or 
murdered outright by treatment which a 
Piute medicine man would regard as bar- 
barously harsh. And hence is it, too, that 
one may hope for the speedy end of a sect 
that is neither Caristian nor scientific, but 
heathenish and absurd. , 


——All hopes of ever seeing the Maria Te- 
resa in an American port must now be 
abandoned, it appears from Commander 
McCAaL.La’s report, and her shattered frames 
must remain where they are, unsatisfactory 
representatives of a lot of’ gold that Spain 
could ill spare and of not a little for which 
the United States had several other uses. 
Far be it from us to detract from the well- 
earned fame of Lieut. HoBson, but it can 
do no harm to hint that perhaps he is not; 
quite so lucky as he is heroic. None could 
have taken greater risks in his country’s 
service than he did when he sank the 
Merrimac at Santiago, but another, neither 
more brave nor more skillful, might have 
been better aided by chance, and have 
put the doomed collier where she would 
have blocked the harbor. So, too, the 
Lieutenant has devoted boundless zeal, a 


| vast amount of energy, and all the knowl- 


edge acquired by years of study to the 
saving of CERVERA’s stranded ships, but 
what had seemed the easiest part of the 
task has been made impossible of accom- 
plishment by an inconsiderate gale, and 
his prospects of obtaining appropriations 
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for further attempts to float the other ves- 
sels are more than discouraging. Lieut. 
Hopson, however, is not obliged to defend 
or excuse his conduct or his judgment, and 
therein is he more fortunate, after all, 
than are some other officers whose names 
are linked with that of the Maria Teresa. 
When a warship drifts sixty miles and 
climbs a coral reef or two, instead of sink- 
ing, as she was expected to do, the moment 
her head fell away from the wind, a rain 
of interrogation marks naturally falls upon 
everybody responsible for, or concerned in, 
her obviously premature abandonment. A 
vessel that could turn herself could surely 
have been turned by two stanch convoys, 
manned by three vigorous crews, and a ves- 
sel that could navigate herself to the wind- 
ward side of a distant islet might, more 
than just possibly, have been navigated 
by sufficiently determined men to the lee 
of that islet and so to safety. Luck is 
luck, but mistakes are mistakes. 


—Occasional interruptions of traffic are 
inevitable on a street like Broadway, and 
nobody would think of complaining because 
the long line of cars that forms so soon 


‘efter every little accident adds materially 


to the necessary inconvenience of a block- 
ade. But criticism is warranted by the. fact 
that in such cases never a car is stopped 
until close to its predecessor, and that after 
motion is resumed the nfotormen devote all 
their attention to ‘‘making up time” and 
none to the rights of people afoot or awheel 
who want to cross the street. Instead of 
starting one at a time, the first car first, 
the movement is practically simultaneous, 
and an unbroken procession sweeps along, 
often tor several blocks. There is a legend 
that etreet cars are required by law to keep 
a certain number of feet apart, whatever 
the circumstances, but they do not do it, 
and much irritation and some danger is the 
result. The police? Oh, policemen do not 
bother about street traffic unless they are 
specially assigned to that work, and there 
cannot be such assignments for every cross- 
ing. 


—When did the newspgper men of Den- 
ver take out a license for writing cruel jests 
about New York philanthropists? We are 
moved to ask this because The Republican, 
of the city mentioned, makes the following 
comment on some rumor it has heard about 
a gift to the Government by Mrs. RUSSELL 
SacE of $300,000 for a military sanitarium: 
““The dispatches don’t say anything about 
Mr. SAGE, but from a general knowledge of 
his character he is probably out in the back 
yard having a fit every time he thinks of 
what his wife has done.’’ Now that, we pro- 
test, is utterly unwarranted. Anybody has 
a right to his own opinion as to what Mr. 
SAGE would have done in case the offered 
gift had been accepted, but nobody is justi- 
fied in declaring it even probable that Mr. 
SaGE is having fits in his back yard for this 
or any other reason. Whether The Repub- 
lican was inspired by malice against a good 
man simply because he lives in the East, 
or whether it desires to influence the stock 
market, we do not pretend to decide. Either 
hypothesis is sufficiently shocking. Mr. Sacn 
does not have fits in his own back yard or 
in those of other people. Fits are undigni- 
fied and destructive to clothes—two facts 
that must he well known in Denver. How, 
then, could The Republican fall into what 
we would call a mistake if it were not so 
obviously a sin? New York papers other 
than this one sometimes contain, we are 
sorry to say, references to Mr. Sace that 
may in the ears of outsiders not sound alto- 
gether respectful or affectionately tender, 
but the unkindness is only apparent, and 
no real metropolitans are ever misled into 
doubting the eminent though somewhat ex- 
travagant financier’s popularity or that it 
is thoroughly well deserved. 


— Since the members of the War Inves- 
tigating Board, for reasons easier to im- 
agine than to: prove, have abandoned the 
hopeless task of discrediting the reports of 
incompetency and neglect that came from 
all the camps, they have listened to a lot 
of testimony that confirms—or, to be exact, 
for no confirmation was necessary—that 
puts in formal and official shape the num- 
berless stories heard and believed by the 
public while hostilities were going on. The 
investigators, contrary to their original 
policy, are giving wide circulation to this 
new evidence, bu® no careful reader of the 
dispatches can have failed to notice that, 
though the output of famillar facts is now 
abundant, there is no marked inclination 
to fix responsibility with definiteness and 
clearness. We hear that regimental offi- 
cers were to blame, but rarely, indeed, are 
names mentioned, and there are no hints 
of immediate courts-martial on charges 
which, in case of conviction, can mean 
nothing less than dishonorable discharge, 
and may mean much more. It is well to 
bear in mind the suggestion made long ago 
that almost every one of thé army abuses 
was profitable to somebody or other. To 
have one’s unintelligence and carelessness 
plainly demonstrated is not a pleasant ex- 
perience, but there be persons who, if noth- 
ing worse than that befalls them, can fairly 
claim to have been born under a lucky star. 


COMMERCE AND WAR. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

The movement of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, which receives the editorial indorse- 
ment of THE Times this morning, ‘“ to pro- 
mote the freedom from seizure on the sea 
of private property in time of war,’ is on 
the surface plausible, but demands careful 
examination, rather than an off-hand ac- 
ceptance based upon superficial impression. 
The idea is undoubtedly one of long stand- 
ing, and has had in times past the backing 
of the United States Government, but there 
is in it a certain amount of fallacy, and a 
failure to recognize the true influence of 
commerce upon war. 

There is fallacy, for the term private prop- 
erty is misleading. Goods embarked for the 
purpose of trade are undoubtedly the prop- 
erty of individuals, and, in so far, private 
property; but in a very important sense 
they differ from private property which is 
not being used for purposes of exchange. 
The exchange of goods, commerce, is the 
financial life of a nation, and it is now a 
commonplace that money is the sinews of 
war. Commerce, therefore, and especially 
maritime commerce, bears to the military 
life of a nation at large just the relation 
that the communications of an army in 


campaign bear to the efficiency of that 
army. Break the communications of an 
army with its base, and thé army is, as a 
rule, paralyzed. Destroy the commerce of a 
nation, and its military life is so far sapped 
as to reduce its powers of resistance, and 
so to hasten peace. It is against commerce 
only that the present practice of seizing the 
merchant ships and cargoes of an enemy is 
directed. The strictly private property of 
the individuals on board, not for purposes 
of trade, is invfolate, and where an instance 
toa the contrary occurs, it is recognized on 
all hands as an abuse. 

A still more ‘important point, which is 
overlooked, is the deterrent effect exercised 
by commercial interests upon threatening 
warfare, in these days. t is to the in- 
crease and extension of commercial bonds, 
and their intricate blendings, whereby so 
many communities are affected financially 
by an outbreak of war, that we owe, more 
than to any other one influence, the com- 
parative rarity of war now. Few would 
say that the combative instincts of Bu- 
ropean and American races are less than 
they once were. Assure the nations, and 
the general community, that their financial 
interests will suffer no more than the ad- 
ditional tax for maintaining active hostili- 
ties; that the operations of maritime com- 
merce, foreign and coastwise, will undergo 
no hindrance, and you will have removed 
one of the most efficient preventives of 
war. 

Up to forty years ago, when this matter 
was last agitated, at the time of the treaty 
of Paris, American diplomacy was, from 
the National point of view, perfectly saga- 
cious in seeking this immunity for com- 
merce. It was much to our interest, for 
then we had an immense merchant ship- 

ing and almost no naty, Now, that our 
ong-vOyage merchant shipping is almost 
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naught, (though we have a great coasting 
trade,) and that our new transmarine re- 
sponsibilities will entail necessarily a con- 

derable navy, we are rather interested to 
hold over the heads of a possible enemy 
the chance of serious .njury befalling him 
by stopping his maritime commerce. 

The tendency ‘of the present rule, there- 
fore, is to deter from war; while, if war 
unhappily comes, and commerce is immune, 
the effort must b@to destroy men’s lives, to 
kill and wound them, instead of the more 
humane and scientific process of exhaustin 
the resources of the nation, and so compel- 
ling peace. - A. T. MAHAN.

THE CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS. 


To the Editor of The Neo York Times: 

For those who have suffered by. having 
their friends killed by the so-called Chris- 
tian Scientists, the article in to-da#s 
Times by Mr. Lathrop is a ghastly carica- 
ture, They do a great deal of talking and 
wasté Much time sitting in their reading 
rooms telling people who come to them of 
their holy lives and the wonderful cures 
they have made, but when one gets behind 
the scenes and sees how much faith they 
have in their cult, it is ludicrous in the 
extreme. For instance: I know a man 
“high up” in it, (as they term their bright 
and shining lights,) who was taken seri- 
ously ill with an acute attack of rheuma- 
tism, and who for three weeks tried hard 


to make himself believe there was nothing 
the matter, but the symptoms becoming 
dangerous, he gave up and called a phy- 
sician, saying: ‘‘It is easier to say there 
is nothing the matter with somebody else 
than to say it about yourself when you 
know you are suffering.” In a few hours 
after taking the doctor’s medicine he was 
decidedly better, and in-a few days was 
able to attend to his business. He was a 
happy man, and I thought he had come to 
his senses, but he went back to his cult, 
and is still trying to draw others into it, 
though he will not trust it himself in ex- 
tremity. I have since met others like him, 
and I doubt if any of the leaders believe 
what they teach. 

IT have never known a Christian Scientist 
to get a cinder in his eye who did not call 
on a physician to take it out. They know 
it is past the power of Christian Science 
to do it, and yet, after getting relief, never 
fail to strike a malicious blow at the Hand 
that helped them. They say that medicine 
is a god, and that in taking it one breaks 
the First Commandment, but if they them- 
selves need it, they are not above making 
use of it privately, though they would swear 
they did not do it. Never before has the 
world known a sect where life was sacrificed 
in the name of Christianity, and the men 
and women who commit the crime brag 
that they can never be punished for it.

TRUTH ABOUT THE REV. DR. HALL 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

From time to time there have appeared 
in the columns of THE NEw York TIMES 
articles relating to the late Rev. Dr. John 
Hall. Some of them have been false -and 
some true, but none of them have been 
further from the truth than one which ap- 
peared last week in the society items, pre- 
suming to account for the departure of cer- 
tain well-known families from the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church because of the 
death of their beloved pastor. 

lt was not Dr. Hall’s death which caused 
the defection of the mischief-makers of 
that church, who profess and call them- 
selves Christians; it was Dr. Hall’s life. 
It was his life of quiet, conservative hard 


work. It was the peculiar simplicity and 
power of his type of worship and preach- 
ing, in which they failed to find saintli- 
uess and Christlikeness. It was because 
at the age of less than threescore and 
ten years, with ‘eye undimmed and nat- 
ural force unabated,” he refused to suffer 
an assistant to be called, simply to satisfy 
a personal family desire. It is not be- 
cause ‘“‘a great man has fallen in Israel” 
that these aristocratic worshippers have 
fied to other fields of worship more ornate 
and flowery; not because they feared that 
the glory had forever departed from their 
Lebanon, and that no more power or in- 
spiration could arise from that source. It 
was because they had failed to accomplish 
their own selfish purposes. It was because 
the voice of a great congregation, which 
rose in defense of its honored head, thun- 
dered, in.their ears like the sound of a 
cataract. It is well enough for those who 
openly avow their belief in casuistry to 
shed mock tears of sorrow and to hide be- 
hind events to keep out of the sight of 
causes. But the true faith of Christ war- 
rants no such conduct, and no amount of 
wealth and position can ever justify it in 
the eyes of Him who knoweth the secrets 
of all hearts. Dr. Hall exerted during his 
thirty years’ ministry in this country by 
his life and preaching an influence which 
may be compared with wealth and social 
position as the sunlight to candle power. 
In the demands of modern life there may 
have been some things lacking in his pecu- 
liar and strong constitution, but he did not 
lack sincerity and truth. This is more than 
can be said of those who contributed to the 
anxiety and sorrow which is admitted on 
all sides to be the indirect cause of his 
death.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The armored 
cruiser Maria .Teresa has been abandoned 
by this time, and lies a wreck off the coast 
of Cat Island. The department has wired

WASHINGTON BOYS HONORED. 


Medals Made from One of the Maine’s 
Guns Presented to District of 
Columbia Troops. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Medals of 
honor from the citizens of this city were to- 
day presented to Col. Harries and the re- 
maining officers and men of the First Dis- 
trict of Columbia Regiment who saw serv- 
ice in the war with Spain. The exercises 
occurred in Convention Hall, and were at- 
tended by President McKinley, Secretary 
Porter, prominent citizens of the District, 
and friends of the soldiers. 

Patriotic songs were sung, brief presenta- 
tion speeches were made by H. L. West, 
Chairman of the Medal Committee, and Dis- 
trict Commissioner Wight, who presented 
the medals, while Charles B. Hanford, the 
actor, recited ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Banner.” 
E. B. Hay presided. President McKinley, 


in response to demands for a speech, re- 
sponded as follows: 

“Mr. Commissioner and Soldiers of the 
First District of Columbia: It has given me 
very great pleasure to join with your fellow- 
citizens in participating in the exercises 
which give honor to this regiment. It was 
my good fortune to look into your faces be- 
fore you started for the war; it was my good 
fortune to look into your faces upon your 
return. When you started I was filled with 
hope; when you returned I had a feeljng of 
full realization that you had quite performed 
the high expectations I had for you. 

‘“‘All mankind admires valor. This regi- 
ment did its whole duty, and that is all you 
can say of any soldier. You went where 
you were ordered—loyally, unmurmuringly. 
You did every duty that was assigned to 
you, and you came back from the field\and 
exposure with new honors added to the flag 
you carried from the City of Washington. I 
am glad it is possible to muster you out of 
the service, and yet I regret very much to 
see this splendid body of men leave the 
service of the United States. But I fully 
console myself in standing here at the very 
threshold of your muster-out with the feel- 
ing that if your country needed you day 
after to-morrow every man would be ready 
to respond.” 

The medals are made from one of the 
large guns of the Maine, and represent the 
Fifth Army Corps, of which the District 
regiment formed a part.

Navy Department Receives Inquiries 


from England as to When Schley’s 
Squadron Will Arrive. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Messages are 
reaching the Secretary of the Navy from 
Portsmouth, England, expressing pleasure 
at the news that Admiral Schley, with the 
new European squadron, would pay the 
town of Plymouth a visit, and asking the 


department to announce the date upon 
which the ships may be expected. 

It is not possible to answer the question 
pending the conclusion of the work of the 
Peace Commission at Paris, as the compo- 
sition of the squadron would be affected by 
the necessity the Navy Department might 
be under to prepare for the resumption of 
hostilities. 

An order was issued from the Navy De- 
partment to-day detaching Rear Admiral 
W. S. Schley from duty with the Puerto 
Rican Evacuation Commission and ordering 
him home to await further orders.

NEW BALANCE OF POWER 
Chamberlain Says England Will 


Welcome America’s Entry 
Upon a Colonizing Career. 


CO-OPERATION THEN CERTAIN 


Combination of the Two Nations Would 
Fear No Other Alliance — Closer 
. Relations with Germany—Pol- 
icy of the Open Door. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, who was the guest of the Conserv- 
ative Club in this city this evening, in re- 
plying to a toast to his health, spoke at 
length on colonial matters. 

The; Secretary of State for the colonies 
gaid:that almost all international troubles 
of recent years had arisen from the com- 
petition of nations for the undeveloped ter- 
ritories on the world’s surface in the pos- 
session of barbarous tribes or decaying na- 
tiots, He dwelt upon these vast tracts as 
“outlets for the teeming populations and 
trade of civilized nations.” 

Mr. Chamberlain predicted an ‘“ immense 
future”? for Rhodesia and Great Britain’s 
other acquisitions in Africa, even the Gold 
Coast and Lagos, “when medical science 
ehall have succeeded in overcoming malarial 
diseases.”’ 

He warmly defended the Government's 
Chinese policy, contending that Great Brit- 


ain had “ good reason to be satisfied with 
the results obtained as compared with other 
powers.”’ 

Regarding the contention that Great Brit- 
ain ought to have an agreement with Rus- 
@ia, he said: 

“Experience has taught us that we re- 
quire a better guarantee than a paper 
agreement to secure the policy of an open 
door. The best security, in my opinion, 
is the desire of other nations, like Japan, 
Germany and the United States, to preserve 
an open door. Japan is becoming an impor- 
tant ower, with whom our relations 
throughout wave been those of cordial 
friendship; while with Germany and the 
United States our relations, I rejoice to 
Gay, are now closer and more cordial than 
they have been for some time. 

“Germany and the United States are the 
two great commercial nations whose in- 
terests are identical with our own. In 
what I have said I have not meant a per- 
manent, formal treaty of alliance, nor need 
I say this now, but that a speech of mine 
some months ago gave rise to misinterpre- 
tations. 

“ Those persons are very premature, very 
much mistaken, who think that Great 
Britain is in need of an alliance for her own 
security or in order that other powers may 
pull chestnuts out of the fire.”’ 

This was received with loud and pro- 
longed cheers, which greeted every ref- 
erence to the United States. 

In an eloquent peroration Mr. Chamber- 
lain developed this theme, declaring that if 
England ever needed an alliance, she would 
give as much as she received, but that she 
would never need more aid in his opinion 
than would be cheerfully afforded by her 
own children, 

He scorned the idea that England should 
fear German competition, as he believed, he 
said, that Anglo-Saxon co-operation and in- 
fluence would prove irresistible and that 
there was no reason why, even without an 
alliance, Great Britain’s friendly relations 
with Germany should not be strengthened. 

*“*T rejoice,”’ he said in conclusion, ‘‘ at the 
change that has occurred in the relations 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. To us they stand in a relation dif- 
ferent from that occupied by any other peo- 
ple. I know a hundred reasons why we 


should be friends, none why we should be ! 
otherwise; and I believe that has been the } 


true feeling of this country toward the 
United States for many years. All misun- 
derstandings have been happily removed, 
and the combination of the two English- 
speaking nations would fear no other alli- 
ance.

our interests, not in any selfish or merce-. 
nary sense, but because it will give each a 
better understanding of the other’s work, 
increase our sympathies, bring us closer 
together, and make easy and inevitable that 
most desirable co-operation.” 

Mr. Chamberlain’s speech does not meet 
with the unqualified approval bestowed 
upon the Manchester address. The disap- 
pointment felt concerns chiefly his manner 
of dealing with the Chinese question. 

The Times to-morrow will say on this 
Point: 

“Even the stanch supporters of the Gov- 
ernment are unable to feel sure that the 
Cabinet knows its own mind. The Govern- 
ment’s Chinese policy is rather condoned 
in consideraticn of their general policy else- 
where than heartily approved upon its own 
merits.” 

The Daily Graphic will say it would pre- 
fer to hear Lord Salisbury’s views, and that 
it does not believe Germany would join with 


England and the United States in restrain- | 


ing Russia from shutting the Chinese door. 
Mr. Chamberlain, in the Daily Graphic’s 
opinion, is unwise in ‘flouting Russia.” 

All the papers, however, recognize the im- 
portance of the speech, and notice Mr. 
Chamberlain’s repudiation of his earlier idea 
of an Anglo-German alliance. 

The Standard, referring to “‘ his burst of 
genuine eloquence, which will find its echo 
in America,”’ will say: 

“It is probable that this remarkable ad- 
dress will be read with less pleasure in 

aris than in Berlin, Tokio, and New York.”’ 

The Daily News will observe: 

“In regard to an understanding with Ger- 
many, Mr. Chamberlain was perhaps only 
rrophesying what he knew elsewhere.”

CHAMBERLAIN ALARMS FRANCE. 


His Speech at Manchester Regarded as 
an Indication that Trouble with 


England Is Not Over. 


PARIS, Nov. 16.—The speech of Mr. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, British Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, at Manchester yes- 
terday, has had a disquieting effect upon 
French official circles, where it had been 
expected that the evacuation of Fashoda 
would satisfy Great Britain. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s statements are regard- 
ed here as indicating Great Britain’s desire 
to discuss and*settle all questions pending, 
while-she is in a state of preparedness to 
exert pressure in support of her views. 

High officials suggest that the result of 
the British attitude may be a close under- 
standing between France and Germany on 


colonial matters. They say such an under- 
standing would meet with the support of 
Russia, would find ardent adherents among 
French officers, and would be welcomed by 
the French nation at large. 

The Soir says: 

“The National Defense group in_ the 
Chamiter met to-day and instructed their 
Executive Committee to interview M. Del- 
cassé, Minister of Foreign Affairs, with re- 
gard to Mr. Chamberlain’s speech. It was 
also decided to propose as the order of the 
day in the Chamber on Friduy a resolu- 
tion pledging the Government to assure the 
efficiency of the national defense.” 


A DREYFUSARD PUNISHED. 


A&A French Writer Expelled from the 
Legion of Honor. 


PARIS, Nov. 16.—A Commissary of Police 
to-day notified M. Francis de Pressensé, 
the well-known writer, political economist, 
and Dreyfus agitator, of his formal expul- 
gion from the Legion of Honor. This isa 


sequel to M. de Pressensé’s denunciation of 
certain officers for their treatment of Drey- 


fus. 


M. Francis de Pressensé is the son of the 
famous French Protestant pastor and wri- 
ter of the same name, who died in 1891. 


The son was born in Paris in 1853, entered 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 1879, was 


i the 


appointed Secre of the French Embassy 
at Constantinople in February, 1880, and in 
April of the same year he was appointed 
Secretary of the French Legation at Wash- 
ton. Shortly afterward he left the diplo- 
matic service. He was at one time a con- 
tributor to the Temps of Paris, and is the 
author of “Ireland and England, from the 
Active Union Down to Our Days.” 


M. Lockroy May Have to Resign. 


PARIS, Nov. 16.—M, Lockroy (Minister 
of Marine), may be compelled to resign ow- 
ing to his attitude, which is antagonistic 
to that of his colleagues in the Cabinet, re- 
garding the proposed prosecution of. M. Ur- 


bain Gohier, author of “ L’Armée Centre la 
Nation,” which attacks the present army 
system in France. It appears that ‘i 
Lockroy, before entering the Cabinet, had 
congratulated M. Gohier on the book, and 
that this explains his present attitude of 
reserve. 


KING HUMBERT WANTS PEACE. 


The Ruler of Italy Opens Parliament 
with an Address. 


ROME, Nov. 16.—King Humbert opened 
Parliament to-day, and in so doing referred 
to the rioting in Italy last Spring. His 
Majesty said he was looking forward to the 
moment when he would be able to pardon 
those who were misled at that time. 

Continuing, the King pointed to the ac- 
ceptance of Italy’s proposals regarding the 
Government of Crete and the Anarchist con- 
ference as proving the cordiality of her re- 
lations with the powers. The financial con- 
dition of the country, his maaenty asserted, 
was satisfactory, the navy would be gradu- 
ally increased, and a series of internal re- 
forms would be submitted. 

In conclusion, King Humbert said Italy 
neéded peace, and cordially adhered to the 
Czar’s proposal to discuss the question of 
disarmament at the approaching congress. 
King Humbert, while driving to the Houses 
of Parliament, accompanied by the Queen, 
the Crown Prince, the Duke of Aosta, and 
the Duke of Genoa, was heartily cheered, 
and the reading of the speech from the 
throne was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause 


BRITISH WEST INDIAN CRISIS. 


Failure of the Reciprocity Treaty Ne- 
gotiations Causes Disappointment, 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. 16.—Consid- 
erable disappointment has been occasioned 
here by a dispatch from Washington an- 
nouncing the failure of the negotiations for 
the proposed ‘“‘ Anglo-American reciprocity 
treaty for the West, Indies.” 

The Hon. S. C. Burke, the leader of the 
“popular” side in the Legislature, in an 
interview in regard to this matter, says: 

“The question now arises, if the West 
Indies cannot obtain American reciprocity, 
of countervailing duties in the home mar- 
kets as the only alternative to ruin which 
is left us. But this is a deplorably insufifi- 
cient one, and the question of Canadian an- 
nexation of Jamaica must therefore arise 
and be agitated as it never has hereto- 
aan with the view of compelling further 
action.” 


THE FRENCH EXCITE ITALY. 


Soldiers Land in the Danakil Country, 
Which Italy Governs. 


ROME, Nov. 16.—Considerable excitement 
has been caused here by a report that a 
French warship recently landed an officer 
and some soldiers at Raheita,in the Danakil 


country, on the west shore of Bab-el-Man- 
deb, the strait connecting the Red Sea with 
the Indian Ocean, and only re-embarked 
them after a protest by the Italian officials 


there. 
The feeling of irritation is increased by 


the fact that Russia has refused to recog- 
nize an Italian protectorate over Raheita.

On his return from Europe on Saturday, 
Commissioner General Peck, representing 
the United States at the Paris Exposition, 
told the reporters of the newspapers of the 
liberal treatment he had obtained from the 
authorities of the exposition in Paris.

TROUBLES OF A LOYAL MASON. 


Wamsganz Arrested After Collecting 
a Debt for His Lodge. 


John J. Wamsganz, a member of Py- 
thagoras Lodge of Free and Accepted Ma- 
sons, is now out on bail waiting for a 
charge against him of blackmail and ex- 
tortion to be brought before the Grand 
Jury. Mr. Wamsganz is Secretary of the 
lodge, and his arrest about a week ago 
has naturally created some _ excitement 
among its members. 

The complainant against Mr. Wamsganz 
is Mrs. Henry Buschmann, the widow of his 
former employer, who was also Master of 
Pythagoras Lodge. Before Mr. Busch- 
mann’s death last July he ran himself in- 
dustriously into debt, and when he was in 
need of ready money two sons of Mr. 
Wamsganz each made a $100 note, which 


he indorsed, and which were given to him 
as an accommodation, with the wunder- 
standing that he was to pay them when 
they fell due. Mr. Duschmann had the 
notes discounted and obtained the money 
on them, but died before meeting them. 

After his death his widow was approached 
by John J. Wamsganz, who said that the 
holder of the two notes would take $100 
for both of them, and asked her to pay the 
money and save his two boys, who, he said, 
ought not to get in trouble for accommo- 
dating her late husband. Mrs. Buschmann 
paid the money and got the notes. Then 
Mr. Wamsganz informed her that the late 
Master of his lodge had appropriated $58.25 
of the funds of that organization, and urged 
on *er the propriety of paying this money 
back. Mrs. Buschmann yielded to his per- 
suasions. Tnen she confided the matter to 
a brother, and a warrant for Mr. Wams- 
ganz was straightway procured, and he was 
arrested on a charge of blackmail and ex- 
tortion, arraigned before Magistrate Pool 
and released in $500 bail. 

Mrs. Buschmann declared that Wams- 
ganz threatened to biacken her late hus- 
band’s name if she did not pay up. This 
charge is denied by Hayman & Rosenthal, 
Wamsganz’s lawyers. They call it ridicu- 
lous, and expvess a_belief that the Secre- 
tary of Pythagoras Lodge will not even be 


indicted. 


MILES DEFENDS HIS COPYRIGHT. 


The General and Frederic Remington 
Secure an Injunction. 


Judge Lacombe of the United States Cir- 
cuit Cour:, for the Southern District of New 
York, issued a temporary injunction yester- 
day against the American News Company 
in an action brought by Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles and Frederic Remington’ through 
their attorneys, Alexander & Colby, to re- 
strain the news company from selling a 
book entitled “Remington’s Frontier 
Sketches.” It is claimed in the bill of com- 


plaint that this book of sketches is an in- 
fringement of the copyright covering, ‘* Per- 
sonal Recoliections of Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles,” 2 book which was published by the 
Werner Company of Akron, Ohio, and 
which was copyrighted by Gen. Miles in 
1896. The alleged airings book purports 
to be published by the erher Company. 
It consists of fac simile reproductions of 
fifteen sketches made by Frederic Reming- 
ton as illustrations of Gen. Miles’s book. 
The temporary injunction is accompanied 
by an order returnable Nov. 25, directing 
the American News Company to show 
cause why an injunction should not issue 
pending the action. It is understood that 
numerous other booksellers’ will be pro- 
ceeded against. Suit will also be begun 
against the Werner Company, of which

DEATH OF HENRY HAMILTON. 
The Brooklyn Liveryman and Stage 
Line Owner Passes Away at 


His Home. 


Henry Hamilton died on Tuesday at his 
home, on West First Street, near Sheeps- 
head Bay Road. Coney Isiand. He was 
born in Ireland in 1824, and came to this 
country at the age of ten. After working 
for some years in a baker’s shop, he saved 
enough money to go into the livery busi- 


ness. In a few years he had one of the 
largest livery stables in the State, and soon 
became a prominent figure in Brooklyn. 

He established a stage line, which ran 
from the foot of Montague Street through 
Furman, Joralemon, and Schermerhorn 
Streets and Lafayette Avenue to Bushwick. 
During the Centennial celebration of 1876 
he created a sensation among the Philadel- 
phia transportation companies by taking 
seventy stages from Brooklyn to Philadel- 
phia and using them to take sight-seers 
around the city. He was the first to have 
public conveyances in Prospect Park. He 
was perpetually in the courts as a litigant, 
because he refrsed to compromise anything 
or give up a fight until it had been fought 
to the court of last resort, and the cases 
in which his name appeared as plaintiff or 
defendant were legion. 

During the late campaign his particular 
pride, a gigantic stage coach, which he 
called ‘‘ The Pride of the Nation.” was used 
for campaign purposes by the Republicans. 
Mr. Hamilton was so fond of this stage 
that before he died he requested that it 
should be his hearse, with four span of 
white horses to draw it. Mr. Hamilton is 
survived by a widow and five children. 


GEN. GRA AM DANGEROUSLY ILL 


Former Commander at Camp Alger 
Has Typhoid Fever and 
Pneumonia, 


Major Gen. William M. Graham is dan- 
gerously ill at Fort Hamilton with typhoid 
fever and pneumonia. Gen. Graham was

He was retired on the age limit about 
two months ago, and shortly afterward be- 
came ill with typhoid fever. Two weeks 
ago he came to Fort Hamilton for. treat- 
ment. He put up at a boarding house in 
Ninety-ninth Street, near the fort, where 
he is being attended by Dr. Robertson, one 
of the physicians at the post hospital. Soon 
after his arrival at Fort Hamilton Gen.

The Rev. Dr. Samuel Colcord Bartlett, 
ex-President of Dartmouth College, died 
yesterday at his home in Hanover, N. H., 
of acute indigestion, after an illness of a 
little over a week’s duration. 

Dr. Bartlett’s early life was spent on the 
farm in Salisbury, N. H., upon which he 
was born Nov. 25, 1817. Although he was 
compelled to do a great deal of agricultural 


labor, he was able, at the age of fifteen, to 
enter Dartmouth College, from which he 
was graduated in 1836. He was appointed 
a tutor in Dartmouth in 1838, but gave up 
his post the toilowing year to study at the 
Andover Theological Seminary, from which 
he was graduated in 1842. 

In the following year he was ordained 
a minister and became pastor of the Con- 
gregational Church at Monson, Mass., 
where he remained until 1846, when he be- 
came Professor of Intellectual Philosophy 
and Rhetoric at Western Reserve College. 
He was in charge of the Franklin Street 
Church, Manchester, N. H., for five years 
following 1852, and from 1857 to 1850 was 
pastor of the New England Church, in Chi- 
cago. In 1858 he became Professor of Bib- 
lical Literature in Chicago Theological Sem- 
inary, where he continued for eighteen 
years. 

President Smith, after administering the 
affairs of Dartmouth College for fourteen 
years, died in 1877, and the Trustees soon 
agreed upon Dr. Bartlett as his successor. 
Dartmouth was not then in a particularly 
flourishing condition, but under its new 
President quickly showed improvement. The 
debt was greatly decreased and the income 
of the college was soon doubled. The Wil- 
son Library, costing $75,000; the Rollins 
Chapel, costing $40,000, and the Young Men's 
Christian Association Building were added 
in Dr. Bartlett’s time, and other college 
buildings were improved. Opposition to Dr. 
Bartlett on the part of a large body of the 
alumni led to his giving up the Presidency 
after fifteen years’ service. His son, Edwin 
Julius Bartlett, born in 1851, from 1879 to 
1883 was Associate Professor of Chemistry 
at Dartmouth, and-in 1883 became a full 
professor, and row holds that post. Dr. 
Bartlett leaves two other sons, the Rev. W. 
A. Bartlett of Lowell, Mass., and Samuel 
C. Bartlett, Jr., a missionary in Japan. He 
also leaves a daughter, Mrs. Simpson of 
New York. 

Among considerable literary work by Dr. 
Bartlett, he published “Life and Death 
Eternal. A Refutation of the Doctrine of 
Annihilation,” in 1866, and a second edi- 
tion in 1878; ‘‘ Sketches of the Missions of 
the A- B. C. F. M.” in 1872, “ Future Pun- 
ishment’”’ in 1875, ‘‘ From Egypt to Pales- 
tine; Observations of a Journey,”’ in 1879, 
and ‘Sources of History in the Penta- 
teuch ” in 1883. While identified with Chi- 
cago Theological Seminary, in 1874, he 
crossed the Desert of El Tih, in Palestine, 
with the view of comparing in detail all the 
circumstances and conditions of the region 
with the narrative of the journey of the 
children of Israel. 


Anna Plate. 


Miss Anna Plate, who died in Washing- 
ton Tuesday, was the granddaughter of 
Judge Jonas Plate, who was the associate 
of Chancellor Kent upon the bench of the 
Court of Appeals in this State. She was the 
daughter of Judge Zephaniah Plate, who 
presided over one of the judicial districts 
in South Carolina after reconstruction. 
Miss Plate served as nurse at Armory 
Square Hospital during the entire civil 
war. She was a frequent contributor to 


the press.

He endowed Science 
Hall of Beloit (Wis.) College. 


HENRY SEILER, an ex-Charities Commis- | 


sioner of Brooklyn, died yesterday in his 
eighty-second year at his home; 29 weene 
Street. He was born in Germany, and at 
the age of ten years came to this country 
with fis parents. He was for forty years 
foreman in a type foundry. In 1869 he was 
chosen Charities Commissioner, which posi- 
tion he held for three years. He is sur- 
vived by two sons and two daughters.

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~ Z2ANGWILL ON THE DRAMA. — 


The Novelist Says Farce with Drivel- 
ing Scenes Is Far More Depress- 
ing Than Tragedy. 


Israel Zangwill lectured on ‘“ The Drama 
as a Fine Art” last night before a fair- 
sized and fashionable audience in the Wal- 
dorf-Astor Gallery. As usual Mr. Zang- 
will’s lecture scintillated with epigrams. He 
read steadily for two hours without sign of 
fatigue or nervousness, and the clever 
things he said were laughed at, and once or 
twice applauded, particularly when he re- 
ferred casually to Dewey at Manila as one 
of the forces working toward a general re- 
organization. 

In England. he said, plays could be 
bought at the price of eggs, 245 cents a 
dozen, and most of them were bad, and but 
two plays had survived since Shakespeare, 
“The School for Scandal”’ and “* She Stoops 
to Conquer.” ‘ Since this lecture was writ- 
ten,’ he said, “I have received a play ad- 
dressed to me in Chicago, and inscribed by 
the author: ‘To Mr. Zangwill, in order that 
he may see that more than two plays have 
lived since Shakespeare.’ ’’ Of the problem 
play, so called, he said that a problem play 
was really an essence play, as art could 


never solve problems, but only suggest 
them. 

Speaking of the comic underplot in the 
play of to-day, he asked his audience to ira- 
agine a picture portraying the tragic death 
of Lincoln in which a large part of the 
canvas was taken up by a portrayal of a 
comic courtship between a cook and a po- 
liceman. Comic lovers, he had been told, 
always selected the narrowest and noisiest 
Streets for their lovemaking, and the usual 
cennection of the underplot with the play 
was much as a cook serving plum pudding 
with the plums in one dish and the dough 
in another. 

Mr. Zangwill called dramatic criticism a 
lost art, and said the plays of Shakespeare 
were in his day only pratticable because not 
practiced and in our day only actable be- 
cause not acted. “It is not always tragedy 
that depresses,” he said. ‘‘ Farce may be 
far more depressing. Sniveling scenes no 
more make tragedy than driveling scenes 
make comedy, although the dramatist of to- 
day thinks the combination of snivel and 
drivel approaches the ideal. 

“* Let a great artist paint a pig,’ Whistler 
once said to me, ‘and the soul of the artist 
will go into that pig; but put a pearl of a 
woman before a pig of an artist and the pig 
goes into the ganvas,’ 

“ Of a play it may be often said, it comes, 
it is seen, it is damned.”’

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS

IN THE IRON TRADE. 


In its review of trade conditions, The Iron 
Age, foremost iron trade authority, will say 
to-day: 

“Until the rail situation has been cleared 
one very powerful element in shaping events 
in the near future is beyond measurement. 
Reports that a general meeting was to be 
held are not correct, and have probably 

rown out of the fact that frequent con- 

erences of members of the committee. in 
charge of details are taking place, So much 
is pretty clear, however, that the prospects 
of a very heavy tonnage for 1 are ex- 
cellent. It is understood, first of all, that a 
considerable quantity of rails, which are to 
be delivered during the coming year, will 
have to go over for 1899 because of the in- 
ability of the mills, for a variety of causes, 
to ship the rails In time. Then, notably in 
the West, there is evidence that there will 
be far more new construction in 1899 than 
there has been for many years. It is be-

rtain, too, that very 
renewal of tracks will be not only necessary 
but will _be actually carried through, be- 
cause the roads are in a better condition 
financially to make the outlays. Add to this 
that the tonnage for trolley lines, calling 
for standard heavy sections of rails is be- 
coming quite a factor, and is growing, and 
the conclusion seems inevitable that the 
steel rail uirements for 1899 will be much 
larger than for many years past. 

“While directly this affects only a small 
number of large concerns, indirectly it must 
tell upon the operations of every branch, 
because it reacts heavily on the supply of 
raw material. It may seem, considering the 
present situation in that particular branch 
of the industry, as though it is conjuring 
up a ghost to speak of a scarcity of Bes- 
semer pig iron, and yet that might only too 
soon prove the critical point. 

“ As for foundrv iron, the danger is even 
closer. The usual slackening of the con- 
sumption during the Winter months may 
disguise it for a while, and the occasional 


cropping up of offerings at a moderate con- 


cession may lull buyers into a dangerous 
sense of security, but with the continuance 
of our present rate of consumption, made 
likely by the general prosperity and confi- 
dence in the future, we may aqnly too soon 
find ourselves on the threshold of a pro- 
nounced rise. 

“As an indication of the statistical posi- 
tion in the East, where there is the only 
reserve capacity of much account, we may 
note that eignt companies in the Lehigh 
and Schuylkill Valleys, with eleven furnaces 
in blast, producing weekly at the rate of 
9,150 tons, had a stock on hand of only 
59,745 tons, but had also unfilled orders for 
143,887 tons, In other words, if they did not 
make an additional sale for over two 
months, they would find themselves with 
bare yards at the end of that period. 

“The danger signals will ares d first 
come from the Chicago district and from 
the Central West. 

“In Chicago there has been some buying 
of foundry iron, which indicates that con- 
sumers are again taking hold. 

‘*Bessemer pig in the Central West is 
quiet, while in steel billets buying has been 
on a moderate scale with the market a 
shade under $15. 

“Among the rolling mills the plate mills 
are again the leaders as recipients of ver 
heavy orders, while in Chicago the make 
of material tor cars have booked heavily, 
the sales of bars alone aggregating 6,000 
tons. 

“The foreign inquiries in all branches are 
very heavy indeed, and a good deal of bus- 
iness is being placed. It is estimated that 
in steel rails orders for about 125,000 tons 
are in the market.” 


NEW CURRENCY DESIGNS. 


New designs for the $1 silver certificates 
have been completed at the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, and the notes bearing 
them will soon be issued. Cleatness, sim- 
plicity and protection against counterfeit- 
ing have been the results chiefly aimed at. 
The new design is somewhat less artistic 
than some of the present silver certificates, 
but will probably be more popular among 
those who handle money. The central 
device on the face of the note is an Ameri- 
can eagle with wings partly spread, clutch- 
ing the flag, and with the@lome of the Capi- 
tol in the background. Below the platform 
upon which the eagle stands are small por- 
traits of Lincoln and Grant set in medal- 
lions. Large and clear figures are in each 
corner of the note and on the sides. The 


space between the central device and the 
lathe work at the ends is clear white pa- 
per, except for the imprint of the seal in 
one space and the denomination of the note 
in another. The seal upon the silver cer- 
tificates will be in blue, and the figure in 
the open space will be in the same _ ink. 
The mechanical work and the technical fin- 
ish of the engraving are superior to any- 
thing ever before issued from the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. The reverse side 
of the note corresponds to the face in re- 
spect to the large display of white paper, 
without printing or lathe work. Large 
plain figures appear in each corner and 
scrolls make up an attractive border, but 
the only remaining space upon which print- 
ing appears is in the centre, where the 
usual language regarding the qualities of 
the note as a tender for public dues is set 
forth. The object of a clear display of 
white paper on both sides of the note is to 
afford a safeguard against counterfeiting. 
It has been found by experts fhat it is 
easier to detect the use of paper without 
the usual silk threads where it is not cov- 
ered with printing. The device for the 
silver certificates is substantially the same 
as that which will be used for other forms 
of paper money. e 

Secretary Gage decided a year or more 
ago to give unity to the currency designs 
by having them substantially similar for 
alt classes of the same denomination, but 
absolutely distinct in the case of different 
denominations. The difference between a 
silver certificate, a United States note and 
a Sherman Treasury note will be indicated 
by the wording and by the color of the 
seal. The latter distinction will serve the 
purposes of bank clerks who have to sep- 
arate the notes by classes. The ordinary 
citizen who cares only for the denomination 
of the note and not especially for the law 
under which it was issued will find here- 
after that he has to deal with only five 
forms of note in the denominations from $1 
to $20, where he formerly hand to deal 
with fifteen different forms if he handled 
silver certificates, United States notes, and 
Sherman notes. The advantage of this uni- 
fication of the currency will be great in the 
ease of persons handling money in large 
amounts, in the case of persons of defective 
vision, and even for those who cannot 
read and write, and rely upon the general 
appearance of the note to determine its 
denomination.

The same method will be pursued 
with the higher denominations of notes, 
for which the designs are in the course 
of preparation at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. Secretary Gage, Assistant 
Secretary Vanderlip, and Treasurer Roberts 
have examined and approved the new de- 
signs, and are much pleased with the suc- 
cess of Chief Johnson of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing in adapting them to 
the purposes of a convenient instrument of 
circulation.—Washington Correspondence 
Springfield (Mass.)

HUNGRY MEN ARE ARRESTED 


ing for a Free Meal. 


ACT ENRAGES CHIEF DEVERY 


He Says Capt. Delaney Made a Big 
Mistake—Magistrate Cornell Com- 
mits Thirty-two of Them. 


Capt. John Delaney of the Fifth Street 
Police Station and a platoon of police raided 
e line of hungry men waiting for a free dis- 
tribution of food and coffee at Schumann's 
bakery, 383 Bowery, at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning and arrested fifty. About 100 more 
after a-scene of wild confusion escaped. Of 
the fifty men arrested Magistrate Cornell, in 
Jefferson Market Court, committed thirty- 
two with terms of from one to six months, 
and only released the remainder on their 
promise to leave the city at once. 

Chief of Police Devery was angered when 
he learned of the raid, and said Capt. De- 
laney had misconstrued his orders of a few 
days ago, which called for cleaning the city 
of “panhandlers’”’ and crooks. He called 
the Captain to his office and reprimanded 
him. Magistrate Cornell commended Capt. 
Delaney very highly, said that the raid 
was entirely justified, and that the Captain 
had done his duty in an admirable manner. 
Both Magistrate Cornell and Capt. Delaney 
claimed that the men arrested were va- 
grants and dangerous men to be at large. 


Gustav Schumann, the proprietor of the 
ery at 383 Bowery, has been issuing 
free rations to all comers. Every night 
from 50 to 200 men have congregated ‘in line 
and each received a tincup of coffee and an 
amount of broken food. Complaints were 
made to Capt. Delaney that the men were 
disorderly, insulted passers-by, blocked the 
sidewalk, and kept customers away from 
the adjacent store for hours before the time 
of distribution. .Special Officer Adam Rae- 
dig watched the line for two weeks, and the 
raid followed yesterday morning. 

Before the men realized the situation Capt. 
Delaney and his officers had grabbed fifty of 
the hungry applicants. The others ran in 
all directions, dropping their tincups. The 
unsuccessful ones were divided into six 
wagon loads, and after a preliminary exam- 
ination consigned to the cells of the Fifth 
Street station. Not even a cent was found 
on any one of them, and a few penknives 
were the only valuables gathered among 
the lot. 

Magistrate Cornell began to hear the 
eases at 11:30. They appeared before him 
in blocks of five, and each man told his 
story. The Magistrate inquired of each 
what had brought him to seek charity, and 
let him explain at some length. Some of 
those whom Magistrate Cornell sentenced 
mildly requested longer terms. To those 
who seemed able bodied but hard drinkers 
*he gave a month. Some of these asked for 
six months, saying that a month would 
find them just as poor; and Winter would 
mean great misery to them. Those who 
looked robust and promised to leave town 
at once he discharged. He finished with 
the batch shortly before 1 o’clock. 

Chief Devery, who first learned of the 
case through the newspapefs, said his re- 
cent orders for the arrest of professional 
beggars and “ panhandlers ” was not direct- 
ed against poor unfortunates trying to get 
something to eat. ‘‘Any poor man may 
have something to eat at my door,” he 
said. “‘No Captain has any right to mis- 
construe my orders. Any Captain who does 
so is a fool and not fit to hold his place. 
ee, Dane made a mistake—a big mis- 
ake. 

Later, when he -had learned the facts of 
the case officially, he said he had not 
changed his opinion. In his: mind Magis- 
trate Cornell’s commitment of thirty-two of 
the fifty _had not justified Capt. Delaney’s 
action. When asked if he would take ac- 
tion against Capt. Delaney he said: ‘“ Well. 
I will certainly say a few things to him.” 
Capt. Delaney came in late in the after- 
noon and heard from the Chief. 

“‘I am very sorry Chief Devery has made 
such remarks about Capt. Delaney,” Mag- 
istrate Cornell said. “‘I uphold the Cap- 
tain, and I think he not only did his duty 
but did it admirably. All of the men were 
vagrants, and only those who seemed stout 
and willing to work were discharged. 

“TI cannot speak too strongly against this 
method of dispensing charity,’”’ he contin- 
ued. ‘“‘Such distributions of free food have 
always been harmful. The St. Andrew’s 
coffee stands and similar places do more 
harm than good. Tramps, beggars, and 
crooks of all kinds flock to this city think- 
ing they will be fed whether they work or 
not. I will sustain any Police Captain who 
does like Capt. Delaney. If I had the power 
I would sentence some of these men to six 
years instead of six months.” 

Capt. Delaney said he thought the Mag- 
istrate’s action had shown he was justified. 
“There was not a deserving man in the 
fifty arrested,” he said. ‘“ This talk of 
some of them being workingmen o of 
jobs is all nonse.:se. There was nothing 
that resembled a workman’s tool on one of 
them. They beg by day and by night, and 
many of them, when opportunity offers, 
commit small thefts.” 


SOUND-MONEY MEN MEET. 


Effects of the Election and Plans for 
the Future Discussed. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the National Sound Money League was held 
yesterday at the Eastern office of the 
league, in the Bowling Green Building. The 
following members were present: M. E. 
Ingalls of Cincinnati, Chairman; J. K. 
Cowen of Baltimore, A. B. Hepburn and 
Henry Hentz of New York, and E. V. 
Smalley of St. Paul, General Secretary. 


Most of the session was occupied in talk 
upon the results and significance of the re- 
cent election. 

All members of the committee agreed that 
the elections had dealt a crushing blow to 
the silver theory, but the opinion was ex- 
pressed that free silver would again be the 
principal plank in the Democratic platform 
in 1900, for want of another promising is- 
sue, and that the fight against cheap money 
must be kept up for two years more.

MOTHER-IN-LAW MADE TROUBLE. 


Mr. Westheimer Says She Has Annoyed 
Him for Seventeen Years.

Capt. Delaney Captures Fifty Wait- | 


A Hearing in the Suit Agairst Michael 
J. Dady and Former Of- 
ficials. 


Argument was heard by Justice Maddox 
in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, 
on a demurrer interposed by ex-Mayor 
Frederick W. Wurster of Brooklyn to the 
complaint in the suits of Peter Feeley, as a 
taxpayer, against Michael J. Dady and ex- 
Mayor Wurster and other officials. The 
complaint charges the defendants with con- 
spiring to violate the law and make money 


for themselves by letting city contracts, ag- 
gregating more than ,.000 each, without 
advertising for bids. 

The action was brought in connection with 
the work of cleaning the Long Island ponds 
forming part of the Brooklyn water sup- 
ply.. The complaint alleges that the work 
was split up into small contracts, each of 
which was just within the amount of 
$2,000. These contracts were awarded to 
Michael J. Dady. 

Ex-Corporation Counsel Burr appeared in 
behalf of ex-Mayor Wurster yesterday. He 
said that, admitting that there was a legal 
requirement upon the Mayor to approve 
Contractor Dady’s bills, it was quite ap- 
parent that the acts of the Mayor were 
morally innocent. 

Counsel for the plaintiff, Bert A. Reiss, in 
opposition, said it should have been plain 
to the Mayor that the work should have 
been done under one contract. It should 
also have been plain to him, he continued, 
that each bill presented was from the one 
contractor, M. J. Dady. Mr. Reiss con- 
tended that Mr. Wurster was properly 
joined with the other defendants in the 
action. Briefs will be handed up before a 
decision is given, 


TO INCREASE TAX VALUATIONS. 


Mr, Feitner Cannot Tell How Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx Will Fare. 


A report was published yesterday that 
hundreds of millions of dollars was to be 
added to the assessed valuations in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx, so as to equalize the 
valuations in all the boroughs. President 
Thomas L. Feitner of the Department of 
Taxes, when asked last night about the re- 
port, said that it was pure guess work. 


*“ Nobody knows yet,” he said, “‘ just what 
is to be done, and we will not know until the 
second Monday in January, when the depu- 
ties now at work making the assessments 
will present their reports.” 

“Do you think that there is likely to be 
a great increase made in the Manhattan 
and the Bronx valuations?”’ he was asked.

LEGAL NOTES. 


AN ELEVATOR ACCIDENT.—John Auld, who 
was cashier of one of the departments of 
the Manhattan Life Insurance Company, 
was Severely injured on Sept. 3, 1895, when 
he attempted to enter an elevator in the 
company’s building to go to his office on 
the fifteenth floor. The door of the ele- 
vator suddenly closed, catching and holding 
him in such @ position that before he could 
extricate himself or the elevator be stopped, 
one of his legs was fractured in two places. 


The door of the elevator, which weighed 
200 pounds, worked automatically by pneu- 
matic pressure of about twenty-five pounds 
to the square inch, opening when the 
operator pressed a button on the floor 
of the car and closing when the pres- 
sure was removed. If the operatar, either 
by accident or design, removed his foot 
from the button, the door quickly closed 
with such force that after it started it could 
not be stopped by again pressing the but- 
ton. On the trial of Auld’s suit against the 
company for damages, evidence was ex- 
cluded which was offered by him that, prior 
to the time he was injured, the superin- 
tendent of the building had complained of 
the door to the president of the company, 
and that at least one other person had been 
caught by the door in substantially the 
same way. A dismissal of the complaint 
has been reversed by the First Appellate 
Division, which held that the exclusion of 
this evidence was improper. Justice Mc- 
Laughlin, who gave the opinion of the 
court, said in part: ‘‘ The danger of oper- 
ating an elevator equipped as this one was 
in a large builling occupied by many busi- 
ness people in a populous locality was ob- 
vious. If the operator was pushed or jos- 
tled by the persons riding in the car, or if 
he inadvertently or carelessly removed his 
foot from the button, the door was at once 
freed from his control, and nothing but in- 
jury could result to a person who was then 
entering the car.” he defendant’s con- 
tention that it was not liable because the 
accident resulted from the negligence of co- 
servants, was held to be untenable, it being 
well settled that when negligence of the 
master and that of a co-servant co-operate 
in producing injury to an employe, the mas- 
ter is nevertheless liable.

HE Was REMOVABLE AT PLEASURE.—Sev- 
erin Warschauer sought by mandamus to 
compel William Dalton, as Commissioner, 
to reinstate him as Inspector of Water Sup- 
ply to Shipping, in the Department of Public 
Works, to which position he was appointed 
in September, 1895. He was assigned to the 
same position in the Department of Water 
Supply, under the new charter, and was re- 


moved in June, 1898, without trial, hearing, 
or an opportunity for any explanation. He 
claimed in his petition that his office. was 
that of a “ regular clerk,” and that. he was 
subject only to removal for cause. The Ap- 
pellate Division has unanimously affirmed 
the decision at Special Term, demying the 
relator’s motion for the writ Justice Bar- 
rett, giving the opinion of the Court, held 
that whether he was or was not a regular 
clerk deperfded upon the nature of his du- 
ties. These duties were not. here disclosed, 
and in the absence of a distinct statement 
on that head, the relator’s conclusion that 
the duties of an Inspector of Water Supply 
to Shipping are those of a regular clerk 
could not be sustained. The term “ regular 
eclerk’”’ in the former charter was to be 
taken, the Court held, as used in the popu- 
lar sense; a person employed-in one of the 
departments to keep the records or ac- 
counts, and it did not apply to subordinate 
ministerial officers, although in the per- 
formance of their duties; or as an incident 
thereto, they might. give some service which 
might have been performed by a clerk. *

UPPER BROADWAY TORN UP 


Third Avenue Company Preparing 
to Install Electric System. 


AWAITING THE MAYOR’S ACTION 


Amsterdam Avenue Committee May 
Appeal to Courts—Railroad Com- 
pany’s Yearly Meeting. 


-s large force of men, working for the 
Third Avenue Railroad Company, began 
yesterday to tear up Broadway from Forty- 
fifth Street to Fifty-ninth Street, prepar- 
ing the way for the conduits of the under- 
ground electric traction system which the 
road proposes to install. Superintendent 
John H. Robertson said he did not believe 
Mayor Van Wyck intended to revoke any 
permit to open the streets granted to the 
company by the Commissioner of Highways. 
Edward Lauterbach, counsel for the com- 
pany, said he did not look for any serious 
obstacle to the company’s plans for Amster- 
dam Avenue or elsewhere, and that it was 
proposed to go ahead vigorously with all of 
its contemplated improvements. The con- 
tract for electrical equipment, he said, 
would be made within the next ten days. 

The Citizens’ Committee, representing 
property owners on and near Amsterdam 
Avenue, which was appointed to oppose the 
substitution of electricity for horse ~power 
by the Third Avenue road on that avenue, 
has not decided on any definite line of: ac- 
tion in case the Mayor refuses to revoke the 


permit to open the street. Thomas A. Ful- 
ton, Chairman of the committee, said the 
matter would probably be taken into the 
courts, 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Third Avenue vg or! was held yes- 
terday afternoon, and 98,656 shares out of 
a total of 120,000 were voted on. No change 
of officers was made except that Samuel 
Riker, was chosen a Director to succeed R. 
W. Tailer, resigned, and John SBeaver, 
Treasurer, was appointed Secretary tom 
r@rily in place of Alfred Lazarus, who died 
on Tuesday. 

President Elias, in his annual report, said 
the most important acquisition of railroad 
property of the year was that of the Union 
Railway Company and diverging lines, op- 
erating in the Borough of the Bronx, to and 
through Mount Vernon. This property, he 
said, is steadily increasing in value, as the 
territory which it traverses is rapidly be- 
coming improved and more thickly popu- 
lated. The Union Railway Company has 
acquired control of the Yonkers Railroad 
Company, the southerly branch of which 
connects with the line of the Union Rail- 
way on Broadway and will form a westerly 
branch of the Third Avenue Company to 
the city line at Hastings as soon as the 
King’s Bridge extension shall have been 
completed. resident Elias also said: 

During the year consents of abutting property 
owners to the change of motive power on all 
the lines of the company in the Borough of 
Manhattan and all lines of this company’s sys- 
tem in the Borough of the Bronx, as well as 
the assents of the Railroad Commissioncrs, have 
been secured, and the work of converting the 
main line is now being proceeded with. The 
change of the Forty-second Street, Manhattan- 
ville and St. Nicholas Avenue Railway Com- 
pany’s lines has also been begun and will be 
rapidly proceeded with. 

The $2,000,000 of additional capital stock long 
since authorized has been issued. Plans for the 
further issue of securities will be submitted to 
the stockholders as the improvements proceed.

A MAGISTRATE’S IRE AROUSED. 


Deputy Street Cleaning Commissioner 
Gibson Makes Public an Inter- 
esting Correspondence. 


An interesting correspondence between 
Police Magistrate Brann and F. M. Gibson, 
Deputy Commissioner of Street Cleaning, 
was disclosed at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Board of Public Improvements. The cor- 
respondence was sent to the President of 
the Board by Mr. Gibson, who said in an 


accompanying letter of explanation that he 

presented the correspondence for such ac- 

tion. as might be deemed advisable. The 
letter of Mr. Gibson to the Magistrate is as 
follows: 

Henry A. Brann, Magistrate, Yorkville Court: 

Dear Sir: I am just in receipt of a communi- 
cation from the Superintendent of our Sixth Dis- 
trict, who states that on the 1ith inst. Police 

Officer Hickey, who is detailed on duty to this 
| department, arrested two ragpickers, namely, 
Tohn Hurieg and Thomas Marte, and took them 
to the Yorkville Court, for disturbing the con- 
tents of ash eans in Fifty-sixth Street, between 
Second and Third Avenues, and on Third Avenue, 
between Fiftieth and Fifty-first Streets, and 
that both these men were discharged by you. 

I do not write this communication in any sense 
as a criticism of your action on these two cases, 
but I especially desire to invite your attention 
to the fact that we have a great deal of trouble 
with just such characters. If the market value 
of the contents of these cans is appropriated by 
ragpickers, of course this city cannot reasonably 
expect to recetve something over $1,200 a week 
for the privilege of scow trimming, when it would 
be worth absolutely nothing if ragpickers are 
permitted to ply their trade. That is the amount 
! the city is receiving weekly, and we feel that 
the man who pays it should at least have the 
amount of protection that the law gives him; 
otherwise his contract becomes quite valueless, 

I think if you had the same trouble to con- 
tend with, with regard to such people as we have, 
you would look at the matter in quite a differ- 
ent light, as their discharge to them appears in 
the nature of approval, and encourages them _ to 
be even more offensive in that respect than be- 
oot I say, this is no criticism, but merely to put 
the matter before you in its proper phase. Re-

TEACHERS’ SALARY SCHEDULE. 


The Borough Scheol Board Discusses 
the Matter. 


At the regular meeting of the School 
Board for Manhattan and Bronx yesterday 
afternoon the question of the new salary 
schedule made necessary by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment’s cut in the 
item for increase of salaries from $1,200,000 
to $250,000 was discussed.

NICARAGUA CANAL GRANT 


E. F. Cragin Says the Grace Syn- 
dicate Will Build the Great 
Waterway. 


ALL THE CAPITAL SUBSCRIBED 


Messrs. Cragin and Eyre Return from 
Greytown with the Concession— 
The Old Company Insists 
on Its Rights. 


E. F. Cragin of Chicago and Edward 
Eyre of this city, who represented the syn- 
dicate headed by W. R. Grace & Co., in ne- 
gotiating for a concession from the Nicara- 
guan Government for the building of the 
Nicaragua Canal, reached this city yester- 
day morning on the Allegheny from Grey- 
town. Thev were accompanied by Col. Al- 
exander Bacon and a corps of civil engi- 
neers. Mr. Cragin declared that the Grace 
syndicate had secured complete control, 
and that the Cardenas-Menocal concession 
held by the Maritime Canal Company had 
been canceled. 

This last statement is denied with em- 
phasis by the officers of the Maritime Canal 
Company, who assert that the Nicaraguan 
Government has admitted to representatives 
of the United States Government that the 
Cardenas-Menocal concession will not expire 
until October, 1899. 

Mr. Cragin said yesterday: ‘‘ My asso- 
ciates and myselt went to Nicaragua for 
the purpose of ascertaining if the conces- 
sion held by the Maritime Company was 
workable, and we soon discovered that it 
was not. The concession for years had 
been practically canceled in consequence of 
the violation of several articles of the 
agreement. Although the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment officially holds that the old con- 
cession ran until October, 1899, there ap- 
pears to be no disnosition on the part of 
the officials to grant a renewal of the con- 
cession, work having practically ceased nine 
years ago. We arranged for a new and 
independent concession, the work on which 
will be pushed vigorously. This new grant, 
which has been indorsed by the Nicaraguan 
Congress, is worded to take effect with the 


expiration of the Cardenas-Menocal grant. 
There is a probability, however, that: the 
Maritime Company will abandon the work 
when it understands the provision of the 
new syndicate’s purchase. This may permit 
a cancellation of the old contract in ad- 
vance of the time set, and that would give 
us a chance to begin work at once.”’ 

Mr. Cragin says that the new concession 
cannot be effected by the formation of the 
United States of Central America, nor by 
the operations of the Atlas Company, a 
British corporation. 

Mr. Cragin said that the route of the 
canal would not be materially changed, and 
that sufficient assurance that the great 
work would be carried to completion was 
given in the fact that the necessary capital 
had already been subscribed. Mr. Cragin 
ealled attention to the following words used 
by President Zelaya in a recent message to 
the new Nicaraguan Congress: ‘‘ The Gov- 
ernment has formed a clear and well-defined 
opinion that the Cardenas-Menocal con- 
tracts of March, 1887, have been forfeited 
for non-fulfillment of their most essential 
provisions, and for the abandonment of 
work for nine consecutive years, but wish- 
ing to avoid annoying discussions that 
might bring difficulties, owing to the malice 
with which some proceed when their inter- 
est is at stake, the Government has eluded 
all possible trouble by not declaring the 
forfeiture of the contract, and by giving 
the Messrs. Cragin and Eyre a promise that 
shall take effect when the pretended rights 
of the old contractors are disposed of and 
completely extinguished. 

“This promise made to Cragin and Eyre 
is based on the security of the reputation 
and standing of the parties we are dealing 
with, and on a deposit of $100,000 in gold. 
By comparing the contract of 1887 with 
this one, you will observe that the future 
one is far superior. It is more practicable, 
yet encourages and assures better foreign 
capital in undertaking so great an enter- 
prise. It is also in many ways more ad- 
vantageous to Nicaragua.” 

In reply to the statement attributed to 
President Zelaya, Thomas B. Atkins, Sec- 
retary of the Maritime Canal Company, 
said that not one of the rights under the 
Cardenas-Menocal contracts had been for- 
feited. jal pains had been taken to 
comply th the provisions relating to the 
beginning of the work and payments to 
the Nicaraguan Government, and a require- 
ment that not less than ($2,000,000 should 
be expended on the work within the first
